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STORY OF A TRAITOR

MYSTERIOUS official shield protected Commu- 
A ists on the Federal payrolls during the Roose- 

velt and Truman years. Thanks to deep and 
persistent probing by the Jenner Committee in the 
Senate, there is now available, for the first time in 
history, a detailed, documented account of the New 
Deal protective screen thrown about one traitor. 

The story reveals the whole shocking pattern of offi- 
cial betrayal, which enabled militant Communists to 
operate openly in, at last count, no less than 51 differ- 
ent Government agencies in Washington during the 
20 years, 1933-53. 

The United States Civil Service Commission began 
its first inquiry into the Communist activities of 
George Shaw Wheeler on December 13, 1943. At that 
time Wheeler was employed as Chief, Blockade and 
Supply Branch, Office of Economic Warfare. His sal- 
ary was $6,500 a year. 

Four years and 16 days later, on December 29, 1947, 
George Shaw Wheeler scuttled his job as Chief, Man- 
power Allocation Branch, Oc- 
cupation Government in Ger- 
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Service investigation found Wheeler to be ineligible 
for further Government service. On December 15, 
1944, just one year after presentation of the original 
charges, the Loyalty Board ordered Wheeler removed 
from the Government rolls. This finding was affirmed 
unanimously by the Civil Service Commission on Jan- 
uary 9, 1945. But Wheeler was never fired. Instead, 
he was promoted. When the loyalty charges were 
lodged against him, in 1943, he was making $6,500 
a year. In his last job, before he fled to Communism, 
four years later, his salary was $10,000 a year! 

Who kept this traitor on the United States Govern- 
ment payroll for more than four years after the Civil 
Service Commission had launched its original loyalty 
investigation ? 


The whole story is told in hearings before the Jenner 
Committee, which demanded from the Civil Service 
Commission Wheeler’s complete personnel record. 

David A. Morse, now Secretary General of the Inter- 
national Labor Organization, at Geneva, Switzerland, 
and former Under-Secretary of Labor for Presidents 
Roosevelt and Truman, was the principal sponsor and 
defender of Wheeler in the 1945 loyalty hearings. As 
a direct result of defense pleadings and petitions by 
Morse and others, the Civil Service Commission re- 
scinded on November 6, 1945, its earlier directive of 
January 9, 1945, ordering Wheeler dismissed from all 
Federal employment on loyalty grounds, As a result 
of this maneuver, Wheeler continued in good standing 
in the Civil Service, advancing steadily from year to 
year until he became Manpower Chief in the Occupa- 
tion Government of Germany, whence he fled to Com- 
munism, 

The principal sponsor and 


many, to flee with his wife and 
four children to seek Commu- 
nist asylum in Prague, Czecho- 
slovakia. There enlisted 
openly in the Kremlin war on 
America. 


In press interview at 
Prague, May, 1950, Wheeler ' 
said: 


“T am happy to be in this 
‘amp... 1, too, want to work 
for peace by placing my knowl- 
edge and experience at the 
disposal of the working people 
of this country.” 

This is the official record of 
only one case from President 
Truman’s “red herring” war on 
Communism, 

Wheeler was employed as a 
Government economist and la- 
bor consultant in various New 
Deal agencies for 13 years 
(August, 1984, through De- 
The first Civil 


cember, 1947). 


Cc ongressman Fred E. Busbey 
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defender of this traitor still is 
employed in the public service, 
as Secretary General of the 
International Labor Organiza- 
tion, at Geneva, Switzerland. 
Wheeler, now 46, began his 
Government career as research 
economist in the National 
Labor Relations Board, August 
16, 1934, at $2,000 a year, In 
October, 1938, he transferred 
to Senior Industrial Econo- 
mist, Department of Uabor, at 
$4,600 a year. In May, 1942, 
he moved up to Principal Econ- 
omist, War Production Board, 
at 35.600 a year. In Septem- 
ber, 1943, he advanced to Chief, 
Blockade and Supply Branch, 
Oftice of Economic Warfare, at 
86.500 a year. In June, 1944, 
he became Chief, Manpower 
Division, Liberated Areas 
Branch, Foreign Economie Ad- 
ministration. On June 1, 1945, 
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he was assigned to London as labor economist on the 
German unit of the Foreign Economic Administration. 
In December, 1945, he moved to Germany as Chief, 
Manpower Allocations Branch of the Occupation Gov- 
ernment at $9,294 a year, advancing to $10,000 a year 
on November 1, 1947. On December 29, 1947, he fled 
to Prague. The tragic thing about this picture is the 
fact that many of the people chiefly responsible are 
still around in Government. 

Wheeler’s Communist connections and subversive 
activities were documented fully in the original 1943 
investigation by the Civil Service Commission. So 
voluminous was the evidence in the case at that time— 
four years before Wheeler publicly embraced Commu- 
nism in Czechoslovakia—that the Civil Service 
Commission’s formal order of dismissal required 35 
typewritten pages. This opinion declared Wheeler to 
be ineligible for any future Federal employment, and 
ordered the Foreign Economic Administration to dis- 
miss him forthwith. The date was December 15, 1944. 
The decision was the unanimous expression of the first 
Roosevelt Loyalty Board, whose three members at that 
time were Lawrence V. Meloy, Robert J. Fenn, and 
Katherine A, Frederic. All still are with the Civil 
Service Commission, Meloy in the capacity of Chief 
Law Officer. 

Passed on to the full membership of the Civil Service 
Commission, the Loyalty Board’s dismissal order then 
was confirmed unanimously, first by Lawson A. Moyer, 
executive director and chief examiner, secondly by all 
three members of the Commission—Harry B. Mitchell, 
Mrs. Lucille Foster McMillin, and Arthur 8. Fleming. 
This final confirmation of the dismissal order was re- 
corded January 9, 1945. 


T WILL be noted that 15 months had passed between 

the filing of the loyalty charges and the final con- 
firmation of the dismissal order against Wheeler. Dur- 
ing those 15 months Wheeler had been promoted to 
Chief, Manpower Division, Liberated Areas, Foreign 
Economic Administration, in London. In other words, 
loyalty charges against a Federal employee in those 
days did not block promotions while the charges were 
under investigation, 

Transferred to London in October, 1944, with special 
clearance by the State Department, Wheeler immedi- 
ately was assigned to work in connection with the 
occupation of Germany, “handling matters of the ut- 
most importance and secrecy,” according to the per- 
sonnel record of the Foreign Economic Administration. 

“Recognizing the importance of the assignment and 
Mr. Wheeler’s value to it, the War Department has 
given him the assimilated rank of colonel... it would 
be a serious disservice to the war effort and an impair- 
ment of our obligations and responsibilities to the 
Army, if Mr. Wheeler’s services were to be interrupted 
in any way.” 

These were the comments of Kenneth O. Warner, 
chief of personnel in the Foreign Economic Adminis- 
tration, in his letter urging the Civil Service Commis- 
sion to reconsider its order firing Wheeler, This letter 
was dated January 23, 1945, just two weeks after 
the final confirmation of the dismissal order. Thus, 
Wheeler was allowed to continue undisturbed in his 
top-secret work in London. 

In September, 1945, following the collapse of both 
Germany and Japan, Wheeler returned to the United 
States for 30 days temporary duty. Under date of 
October 10, 1945, Personnel Director Warner, in behalf 
of F.E.A., requested the Civil Service Commission to 
re-open the Wheeler case, asserting that “his character 
and loyalty are completely beyond question.” 

A second petition for the re-opening of the case came 
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David A. Morse, Now Secretary General of the Interna- 

tional Labor Organization, Was the Principal Defender of 
George Shaw Wheeler Back in 1945. 


from David A. Morse, then Chief Counsel for the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board, and now Secretary 
General of the International Labor Organization in 
Geneva. Morse submitted in writing a glowing tribute 
to Wheeler’s “high integrity and unquestioned loyalty 
to America and its institutions.” 

On these petitions, the Civil Service Commission re- 
opened Wheeler’s case, on October 29, 1945. On Novem- 
ber 6, 1945, the dismissal order against Wheeler was 
rescinded formally, again by unanimous vote of the 
Loyalty Board. This final clearance called attention 
to Morse’s strong supporting testimony in Wheeler’s 
behalf. 

Twenty-six months later, Wheeler fled to Communist 
asylum in Prague, where today he is in the front ranks 
of the Kremlin war against freedom, 

I am not the first to bring this shocking case to 
the attention of Congress. My distinguished colleague 
from Michigan, the Hon. George A. Dondero, referred 
to Wheeler’s record from the floor of the House as 
early as July 9, 1947, several months before Wheeler 
actually fled to the Iron Curtain (p. 8564). He re- 
viewed the case again on February 26, 1948, three 
months after Wheeler’s flight to Communist Czecho- 
slovakia (p. 1813), and again on April 6, 1948 
(p. 4135). More details on Wheeler’s activities and 
associations in the Communist cause were delineated 
in the Congressional Record for September 1, 1950 
(p. 14,152), and February 8, 1951 (p. 1175). But 
these five expositions of betrayal did not force action 
by President Truman and his “red herring” advisers. 

The complete text of my own review of the case, 
as compiled in connection with the labor appropria- 
tions hearings in 1954, may be found in the Congres- 
sional Record for May 17, 1954 (p. 6337-38). 

My conclusion is that, in view of all of the alarm- 
ing material unearthed by various committees this 
year and last, it is impossible to escape the convic- 
tion that Presidents Roosevelt and Truman, in turn, 
systematically protected known Communists in the 
Federal departments and agencies. 

We have singled out just the record of one traitor 
here, but it follows the now familiar pattern of pro- 
motions, transfers, increases in salary, and always 
access to more and more top secret information. The 
Wheeler case can be multiplied many times, each one 
a shameful betrayal of America’s interests by the New 
Deal-Fair Deal. 
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"THIS NATION, UNDER

The Liberty Bell, which was 
hung in Independence Hall in 
Philadelphia, in 1753, 23 years 
before the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was formulated, bears 
this inscription from Leviticus 
25:10, “Proclaim liberty through- 
out all the land unto all the in- 
habitants thereof.” The words of 
Scripture echoed in the hearts 


and minds of our colonial fore- 


MERICA is, in the words of Thomas A. Becket, 
A “The Gem of the Ocean.” America is, under God, 

the greatest Nation on earth today. It is un- 
doubtedly the most favored Nation this world has ever 
known. America is great—great in financial wealth 
and material prosperity, great in natural resources, 
great in intellectual acumen, great in scientific and 
technological achievement, great in military might, 
great in liberty and freedom. 

What is it that has made America great? Three 
thousand years ago David, the sweet singer of Israel, 
revealed the secret of a nation’s greatness when he 
wrote: “Blessed is the nation whose God is the Lord.” 
(Psalm 33:12.) After the dedication of the Temple 
in Jerusalem, David’s son, Solomon, received from the 
Lord this important counsel: “If my people, which 
are called by my name, shall humble themselves, and 
pray, and seek my face, and turn from their wicked 
ways; then will I hear from heaven, and will forgive 
their sin, and will heal their land.” (2 Chronicles 
7:14.) 

In his famous Gettysburg Address, our Civil War 
President echoed our country’s faith in God with the 
phrase: “This Nation, under God.” 

The forefathers who laid the foundations of our 
Republic recognized that in godly faith lay the secret 
of America’s greatness, 

The early settlers who colonized America were God- 
fearing people, who voluntarily left their respective 
native lands, many of their former associations, and 
most of their material possessions. They came to these 
virgin-forested shores, not in 
search of gold, but to worship 
God according to the dictates 


of their consciences on the 
basis of God’s Word. 
The “Articles, Instructions, 


and Orders” of the first Vir- 
ginia settlement, dated Novem- 
ber 20, 1606, stated: “And we 
do specially ordain, charge, 
and require... that the true 
word and service of God and 
Christian faith be preached, 
planted and used .. .” 

The Mayflower Compact of 
the Plymouth Colony, Novem- 
ber, 1620, opened with these 
words: “In the Name of God, 
Amen.” When in 1621 the 
Plymouth Colony arranged for 
a day of thanksgiving, it there- 
by took cognizance of the prov- 
idence of Almighty God. The 


documents of the various col- 
onies prior to the Declaration 
of Independence reflect a con- 
sciousness of the presence of 
God.

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fathers. 

In the pre-natal days of our 
Republic the founders of the Nation took cognizance 
of God in four distinct and separate statements in 
the Declaration of Independence. 

The image of George Washington, kneeling in the 
snows of Valley Forge in prayer, when the fortunes 
of the new-born Republic were hanging in the balance, 
will forever be an inspiration to all loyal citizens. 

When during the cradle days of the infant Republic 
our fathers met for the Constitutional Convention in 
1787, and were confronted with numerous obstacles, 
it was at the suggestion of Benjamin Franklin, who 
quoted Psalm 127:1, “Except the Lord build the house, 
they labor in vain that build it,’ that the delegates 
knelt in prayer asking for Divine guidance. 

America’s recognition of the sovereignty of God and 
the authority of the Sacred Scriptures is evidenced in 
numerous ways. Every President-elect and every ap- 
pointee to the Supreme Court takes his oath of office 
by reverently placing his hand on the Bible. Every 
letter that is written, and every legal document that 
is signed, consciously or unconsciously testifies to our 
faith in God, for these are dated from the time of 
Christ’s Nativity. 

When the Senate and the House of Representatives 
open their sessions, they do so with a prayer by the 
Congressional chaplain, thus recognizing our Nation’s 
dependence upon God. 

In 1864, Salmon P. Chase, the Secretary of the 
Treasury, at the suggestion of the Rev. M. R. Watkin- 
son, of Ridleyville, Pennsylvania, placed the motto “In 
God We Trust” on the 2-cent piece. Since then that 
motto has been inscribed on 
all our coins. It is a daily, 
visible witness to our Nation’s 
faith in God, 

Our National Anthem and 
other patriotic songs give due 
recognition to our country’s 
faith and trust in the AI- 
mighty. During the War of 
1812, Francis Scott Key was 
dispatched to a British war- 
ship to obtain the release of an 
American prisoner. He was 
forced to remain aboard all 
night as Fort McHenry was 
subjected to intense bombard- 
ment by the British. Breath- 
lessly he awaited the dawn to 
see whether Old Glory was still 
waving over the fort. It was. 
In gratitude to God he wrote 
The Star-Spangled Banner 
which contains the words: 
“And this be our motto—In 
God is our Trust.” 

Samuel Francis Smith, a 
theological student at Andover, 
Massachusetts, authored the 
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well-known hymn of praise, “America,” in 1832, The 
closing stanza recognizes God as the Divine Author 
of our national blessings in the words: 


“Our fathers’ God to Thee, 
Author of liberty, 

To Thee we sing: 

Long may our land be bright, 
With freedom’s holy light; 
Protect us by Thy might, 
Gireat God, our King!” 


Another American favorite, unfortunately more so 
in years gone by than at present, is Julia Ward Howe’s 
Battle Hymn of the Republic. Written in December, 
1861, while visiting the Nation’s Capital, where re- 
minders of the Civil War were evident everywhere, 
she composed this song to the tune of John Brown’s 
Body which was popular among the soldiers, intending 
to remind them that “God’s truth is marching on.” 

In 1844, the first telegraph message was relayed 
from Washington to Baltimore and back again. It was 
an immortal message of faith: “What hath God 
wrought,” suggested to Samuel Finley Morse by the 
daughter of a friend. 

Quotations from Scripture are chiseled in the endur- 
ing granite of many of our national monuments echo- 
ing the faith of our founding fathers. Every State 
Constitution, save one, recognizes in its terminology 
the sovereignty of God. 


"THE MERE mention of some of the great leaders 

of our Nation will remind us of their statements 
confessing their faith in God and their reliance upon 
the Sacred Scriptures: William Penn, Patrick Henry, 
Benjamin Franklin, George Washington, John Adams, 
Thomas Jefferson, John Witherspoon, Andrew Jack- 
son, Abraham Lincoln and a host of others, They 
were men of genuine faith. 

Ours is indeed a glorious spiritual heritage. 
made America great. 

Tragically, however, the present generation of Amer- 
icans is generally not fulfilling its royal destiny. We 
have slipped from our moorings, all too frequently 
forgetting the God of our fathers, Who by His bound- 
less grace bestowed upon us the blessings we so richly 
enjoy in free America. We have gone adrift on the 
sea of secularism, materialism, and mechanism, Many 
minds are shrouded in the fog of unbelief and infidel- 
ity. To a greater extent than we care to believe some 
of our citizens have been duped and anaesthetized, 
perhaps hypnotized by an alien conspiracy which would 
wrest from us, by force if necessary, the liberties for 
which our fathers fought, and bled, and died. The 
menace of atheistic Communism has today brought us 
to the most crucial and critical crossroads of our 
history, 

Nor is this the ery of an alarmist. Let us look at. 
the unimpeachable historical world record of recent 
date. Passing by the Soviet territorial accessions 
marking the terraination of World War IL hostilities 
in 1945, we remind ourselves of the rape of Czecho- 
slovakia in 1948, of China early in 1950, of the un- 
provoked attack on South Korea, ealled “liberation 
from the shackles of American imperialism,” and lit- 
erally scores of other provocative acts which gravely 
threaten the peace of the world. 

Looking at the historical facts we remind ourselves 
that only a handful of Communists wrested the gov- 
ernment of Russia from 180 million people in 1917. 
Since that bleak and black November date marking 
the Bolshevik Revolution, more Christians, and Jews 
too, have been slaughtered in cold blood, or have per- 
ished in sub-zero Siberian slave-labor concentration

camps than perished in the great persecutions of the 
early Christian era. 

Nearly four decades of intrigue, of diabolism, of 
satanic machinations have emanated from the warped 
minds of the Kremlin masters and cowed with under- 
standable fear, not only the non-Communist masses 
of the Soviet Union, but the Communist threat has 
instilled a similar apprehension in the hearts of free- 
dom-loving peoples everywhere, particularly in nations 
neighboring Russia, The modern Communist counter- 
part of Genghis Khan has been sweeping like a whirl- 
wind over Europe and Asia from the Arctic to the 
Mediterranean, and from the Danube to the Sea of 
Japan, with its steed the Red Horse of the Apocalypse. 

In less than a decade, since 1945, some 18 million 
Communists have whisked 800 million people, or ap- 
proximately 40 per cent of the world’s population, 
behind the unutterable secrecy of the Lron and Bamboo 
Curtains. And the threat of a “Banana Curtain” at 
our back door in Central America is not a figment of 
our imagination. Perhaps even a Coffee Curtain in 
South America, or a Jungle Curtain in Africa is not 
a far-fetched concept. The maw of the Russian bear 
has, in its voracity, already consumed one-sixth of

N EVERYONE’S mental garden there are weeds and 
flowers, and it’s so easy to mistake one for the other. 
Fallacies take on the appearance of truth, probably 

because in their ancestry the two groups are so closely 
related. Each of the following fallacies is often ut- 
tered by “the best people.’ They are made to look 
as if they had the blessing of the angels, the wisdom 
of philosophy, and the authority of the Constitution. 
They are often considered fashionable. But don’t let 
them take root in your garden, They propagate error 
with the fecundity of the Russian thistle. 


1. Human rights come ahead of property rights. 
Don’t buy this one. Wherever property rights are 
not respected, you may be sure human rights will get 
small consideration. It is a completely false distinc- 
tion when the two are separated. Property rights are 
human rights. Long before the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, John Locke used the expression, “life, liberty, 
and property.” It is doubtful that Thomas Jefferson 
improved it when he substituted “the pursuit of happi- 
ness” for “property.” 


2. I’m for it (or against it) because it’s good 
(or bad) for the working man. 

This is a flowering of that old weed called class con- 
sciousness that has been thriving since the plebes and 
the patricians slaughtered each other in Rome. It’s a 
totally false issue, in the first place because about 95 
per cent of American males call themselves “working 
men.” Who works harder, for instance, than the aver- 
age corporation executive? In 
the second place, it’s false, even 
under a narrow interpretation 
of “working man,” because 
what is good for the working 
man in the long run is good 
for everybody else, and vice 
versa. 

Immediately, of course, it 
would seem “good for the work- 
ing man” if a law were passed 
doubling all wages and requir- 
ing an annual capital bonus of 
10 per cent to be paid to em- 
ployees by every corporation. 
But anyone above kindergarten 
intelligence knows this would 
be bad for the “working man” 
if he looks only a little ahead, 
because it would be wringing 
the neck of the goose that lays 
golden eggs. 

3. The first function of in- 
dustry is to make jobs 
for people. 

Not at all. The function of 
industry is to provide goods 
and services for people. Jobs

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are purely incidental. An industrial establishment, un- 
like a government bureau, is successful in inverse pro- 
portion to the number of persons it requires to do its 
work. Ten persons working efficiently do more for the 
good of the whole than 20 who are idling half the time. 
The mainspring of industry is profits. Samuel Gom- 
pers, the great labor leader, recognized this fact when 
he said, “The worst crime an employer can commit 
against his workers is to fail to earn a profit.” 
Lurking behind this pious platitude is the folly 
known as “made work”—leaf raking, or taking a cen- 
sus of all the trees in Philadelphia, or a “Guide to 
Calaveras County,” as a means of providing a false- 
front payroll. 
4. A Socialist state in some form is inevitable in 
this country. 


Those who mouth this banality are begging the 
question. Unable to prove that Socialism is better 
than Capitalism, they fall back on saying that it’s 
coming anyway, whether you like it or not, because 
it’s the wave of the future. If pressed, they will say 
that the “have-nots” outnumber the “haves,” and when 
the time comes will despoil them, As Marx and 
Engels put it bluntly in The Communist Manifesto, 
“You reproach us with intending to do away with 
your property. Precisely so; that is just what we 
intend.” 

Nothing is inevitable but death, taxes, and talk. 
We will have a Socialist state only if and when a 
majority of the natural leaders of the people are sold 
or bullied into it. The collectivist society is as old 
as Sparta, but has invariably failed. No other dem- 
onstrations of its unsoundness are needed, 


5. Everyone else is getting something from Wash- 
ington; since I have to help pay the checks, 
I'd better be getting mine, too. 

If a good citizen and churchman were to tell us 
that thieves were continually stealing his chickens 
and that he had decided the only protection was for 
him to go and help himself to his neighbor’s flocks, 
we would be justly shocked at such cynicism, And 
vet that is essentially the position of the citizen who 

decides his only recourse 
against Federal paternalism is 
to get in the line for a handout 
himself. 

Principle and consistency 
are not outdated, however 
much the opportunists preach 
that philosophy. The father, 
who would have his sons to be 
upright men, sets them an ex- 
ample to follow, The citizen, 
who believes in standing alone, 
should set an example to all 
weaker citizens. 

6. We must have farm 
prosperity wha'tever the 
cost, because without it 
the rest of the country 
can’t be prosperous. 


A Washington farm lobbyist 
has written a booklet elabor- 
ately illustrated with charts 
and tables to show that indus- 
try has a stake in farm subsi- 
dies. The author says price 
ceilings (fixed maximum 
prices) on farm products are 
socialistic, but that price floors

(fixed minimum prices) are proper and essential to 
prosperity. What if they cost the taxpayers a few 
billions? It is cheap security for all. 

What is the bug in this form of reasoning? Simply 
that in a republican-democratic system such as ours 
there is no whit more obligation for the government 
to guarantee high prices and prosperity to farmers 
than to auto manufacturers, retailers, bakers, or 
printers. If the government is to discriminate among 
its citizens and select a favored class to carry piggy- 
back, then rigid farm price supports are possible. But 
if it is going to treat all classes of citizens alike, it 
will have to make the same guarantee to the other 
kinds of business. And that could be done only by 
completely socializing all business. Take your choice. 


7. I vote for the man and not the party. 


This self-righteous bromide is heard every day in 
nearly every political discussion. It reveals a failure 
to understand what makes the republic tick polit- 
ically. In electing men to office—particularly legis- 
lators, high administrative officials, and to a lesser 
degree judges‘—the first thing to consider is what the 
candidate stands for. The second is whether or not 
he has the integrity, courage, and ability to perform 
what he professes. The first depends largely on the 
pack that he runs with—in other words, his party 
affiliation, 

If one believes in party government and party re- 
sponsibility, the plan under which Americans have 
lived for 166 years, he will voice his principles by 
voting for the candidates of the party of his choice— 
wherever they are men whose records are such that 
they can be trusted personally. The best man in the 
world, when placed in office, is only as good as the 
policies that he tries to carry out. If the policies 
are wrong, the man is wrong for his place, however 
upright and sincere he may be. 


HIS is not to say that the party collar should 

always bind. When one differs with his party on 
an issue he considers more important than all other 
issues on which he agrees with the party stand, it is 
time to scratch the ticket or to leave the party alto- 
gether. 


8. Practical Christianity should concern itself 
with righting social inequalities and uplifting 
the underprivileged. 


This plant has gained the reputation of being a 
healing herb. In most circles, to challenge it is like 
questioning the beatitudes. But accept the premise 
and you soon find you have to contend with a pest 
of noxious socialistic weeds. Among them are those 
persistent perennials, “share the wealth,” “social divi- 
dends,” “peaceful picketing,” “doles,” “equality of re- 
wards.” 

Christianity is a rose of great beauty but only in 
its pure strain—the spiritual. Cross it with social 
reform and you get a hybrid that can cause no end 
of mischief. Ministers and priests in their right 
sphere may be holy men, but they are notably unable 
to keep their feet on the earth when they talk or 
write about political economy or business. 


9. Juvenile delinquency is a product of the slums. 


Here is a popular delusion that will not stand the 
test of any objective analysis, and yet it continues 
to thrive by repetition. In the words of Robert E. 
Coulson, a former Assistant State’s Attorney of IIli- 
nois, “slum areas produce 10 good citizens for every 
bad one. Almost every delinquent who comes from 
a bad area has four or five brothers and sisters who 
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stay out of trouble .. . The last 10 child murderers 
in a row came from good houses in respectable neigh- 
borhoods.” 

It has become fashionable to flagellate society, the 
parents, the schools, the economic system, for every 
kid robbery or hatchet job on grandpa. The lack of 
a 10-room home and a playground in every block is 
cited not only as a cause of youthful crime, but as 
reason to excuse the criminal. Fiction, pure fiction.

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THE FILM COUNCIL 
OF AMERICA 


By MARIAN M. STRACK 


HE FILM COUNCIL OF AMERICA is one of the 
"T most potent tools in the ideological war being 

waged against traditional America within our 
borders. It is engaged in softening up our population 
to accept the “quiet revolution” and is aimed at get- 
ting us to accept interference by UNESCO in our 
domestic customs. This interference is no idle threat 
by United Nations agencies as an item in the New 
York Times, January 26, 1954, might indicate, It tells 
of a U.N. resolution for a world-wide study by the 
United Nations of the present position of “minorities” 
throughout the world. Judging from UNESCO’s own 
book, Discrimination, which includes Communist Her- 
bert Apteker’s studies on the “Negro problem” (and 
nothing to counteract or balance his conclusions), the 
United States will be the chief area of interest. In 
fact, in the last 10 or 15 years a clearly defined move- 
ment has been going on in this country to fraction- 
alize the population on the basis of hyphenated 
Americans—“minorities,’ thus paralleling the Com- 
munist efforts in the same direction. 

To understand this picture, it is necessary to look 
back over the rise of the Film Council of America— 
to its origins, its backers, its subdivisions. The March, 
1946, issue of New Movies (the publication of the Na- 
tional Board of Review of Motion Pictures now called 
Films in Review), carried a story on this subject: how 
technicians flocked to Washington in December, 1941, 
asking what they could do to help the war effort as 
the men and women making and distributing films for 
use in schools and adult education groups. The article 
goes on to say: “It took the war emergency to make 
them feel their united strength.” Out of their con- 
vergence on Washington, grew the National Advisory 
Committee of the OWI, which we now know was seri- 
ously penetrated by Communists and fellow-travelers. 

After the war, loath to relinquish their power over 
the minds of American citizens through the mass com- 
munications media—and at the same time earning 
their livings in this type of activity—representatives 
of the principal organizations concerned with the pro- 
duction, distribution and use of “information” and 
“educational” films (that is, the 16mm. or “idea” film) 
met, in the words of the New Movies article, to form 
a unit to “carry on the work of the OWI in peace- 
time.” This was the Film Council of America. 

Its initial membership consisted of national organ- 
izations whose interests and activities involve the sub- 
tantial use of the film media. They included the 
American Library Association, Educational Film 
Library, National Education Association, National 
University Extension Association, Allied Non-Theat- 
rical Association, National Association of Visual Edu- 
cation Dealers and Visual Equipment Manufacturers 
Council. It was planned to open the Council to affili- 
ation of such national organizations as the General 
Federation of Women’s Clubs, National Congress of 
Parents and Teachers, American Legion, labor and in- 


dustry groups, farm, youth and others concerned with 
films in the public interest (a debatable term). The 
Council, then, was designed to be a super-propaganda 
agency, touching American citizens at every level as 
the now defunct Program Information Exchange was 
designed to do, and as the Advertising Council of 
America still does through advertisements as such. 

At once the Film Council decided to set up film 
councils in various sections of the United States, be- 
ginning with the New York Film Council which held 
its initial meeting February 13, 1946. John Grierson 
was the featured speaker at this inaugural luncheon. 
The choice of Grierson is a challenging one, admitting 
that he had a great reputation as a pioneer in radical 
techniques and social emphasis. 

John Grierson resigned as head of the Canadian 
Film Board following revelations about the Canadian 
Atomic Spy Ring. The New York Times, March 16, 
1947, had a column news story on the resignation of 
J. A. Sullivan, of the Canadian Seamen’s Union, who 
told of its Communist domination and then went into 
hiding. Sullivan disclosed that he had refused to take 
Freda Linton as his “secretary”; she was then as- 
signed to Grierson. Freda Linton was the last of the 
Canadian Spy Ring rounded up. 

Film News, April, 1947, carried in a box the item 
that Grierson had been refused a visa to this country. 
He appeared to have entered easily, however, by ap- 
pointment to head a documentary film division of the 
U.N. Bosley Crowther, left-wing film critic of the 
New York Times, was a member of the New York Film 
Council in those days. (Crowther participated in a 
course in Political Action with several members of the 
Progressive Citizens of America at Sarah Lawrence 
‘ollege, which included L. M. Birkhead, of the Friends 
of Democracy, Dashiell Hammett and Leverett Glea- 
son, who was indicted shortly after as a board member 
of the Joint Anti-Fascist Refugee Committee). Crow- 
ther in his book review, “Grierson on Documentary,” 
New York Times, February 8, 1949, described Grierson 
as brilliant and dynamic, “expanding men’s minds 
specifically toward the corporate and cooperative way 
of life.’ He adds that Grierson applies his energies 
to shape the thinking of men, being a practical spark 
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Bosley Crowther, Writing in the New York Times, De- 
scribed John Grierson as Brilliant and Dynamic. 
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plug for the new educational patterns in the world. 

Another slant on Grierson—as chosen speaker to 
launch the New York Film Council—was found in the 
slips in Judy Coplon’s handbag, New York Journal- 
American, June 9, 1949, which stated that Frederic 
March, suspected of Red sympathies, gave $5,000 to 
“World Today”’—a documentary film business run by 
John Grierson and Stuart Legg, both of whom were 
“subjects of investigation as possible Russian espion- 
age agents.” (Legg succeeded Grierson on the Na- 
tional Film Board of Canada.) 

“World Today” produced a_ political propaganda 
film, “Round Trip,” starring Paul Hoffman. The Octo- 
ber 25, 1947, issue of 16mm. Reporter, page 3, headed 
a two-column article: “Twentieth Century Fund’s 
‘Round Trip’ to spearhead campaign on world trade” 
(to reduce tariffs, ete.). The Twentieth Century Fund 
was set up by Edward Filene at the suggestion of 
David K. Niles, “Mystery Man in the White House,” 
and childhood chum of Harry Dexter White. The 
Iémm. Reporter further explained that this film was 
to be used to spearhead a drive for changes in our 
tariff laws by the Advertising Council of America. 
In the February 24, 1947, issue of Time, the Letter 
from the Publisher, James A. Linen, announced that 
a world trade campaign would be launched by Time, 
the Advertising Council, Twentieth Century Fund and 
Town Hall—a strange combination. The Twentieth 
Century Fund, which Clark Evans headed until last 
year, was the instigator of the New Deal philosophy 
and the Roosevelt “brain-trust.” 

Grierson’s speech before the initial meeting of the 
New York Film Council deserves close study and anal- 
ysis, particularly because so much of that speech was 
subsequently incorporated into the philosophy and 
content of 16mm. films by film producers and distrib- 
utors and into their practices. Grierson said: “We 
have come to a stage where the power of the medium 
as a source of public information has come to be under- 
stood ... It is increasingly understood by governments 
over the world ... It has contributed to an under- 
standing of the complex economic issues involved in 
wage controls and price controls ... The wide useful- 
ness of the medium to modern national and interna- 
tional organization has been recognized ... It would 
also be fair in this connection to mention the critical 
support of the New York Times under Bosley Crow- 
ther and his colleagues which follows on the leadership 
given to the documentary idea by the great newspapers 
of Britain during the last decade ... 

“From 1932 on we were making it quite clear the 
documentary idea was not just another notion of en- 
tertainment, but quite deliberately a notion which 
combined entertainment and instruction ... The film 
medium is today increasingly being recognized as a 
powerful means of communication. Great companies 
are considering how the medium will be more direc- 
tively used than in the past and not least to the ends 
of international understanding. Even a small country 
like my own Scotland has today its own considerable 
plans for production. Just before I left I sat in on 
the planning of some 20 films for immediate produc- 
tion on various aspects of economic and social better- 
ment... 

“IT think it would be worth a side bet to say that 
an attempt at total national planning in this field 
will be made within the next year or at most two 
years.” (That is, in the United States.) 

He continued: “New problems of communication 
beset us as we have to make over our international 
society into a truly cooperative society ... A new 
generation of teachers have to be developed which will 
more fully understand the difference between curricu-

lum pedagogy and the larger work of creating a civic 
imagination fit for the new cooperative world .. . 
The new technical developments in high speed com- 
munication must revolutionize the mind—and 1 hope 
the manners—of the world... 

“] wonder if we are sufliciently organized to open 
up the many fields of sponsorship which lie available 
tous... the foundations. It is just about time that 
we knew what is bad and what is good and where the 
gaps lie that have to be filled. That task [ bequeath 
to such bodies as the Library of Congress, the Ameri- 
‘an Film Council, the National Board of Review, the 
Museum of Modern Art ... I think we can make all 
allowance for the differences of view which make for 
a vital society and still achieve that common organ- 
ization amongst us which would make something na- 
tionally and internationally significant of the medium 
which we have in our hands. . .” 

Already the Film Council of America has been sub- 
sidized by the Ford Foundation’s Fund for Adult Edu- 
cation and has moved to Evanston, Ill. The American 
Library Association, which is now setting up local 
film libraries everywhere, also has had a Ford grant 
of some $200,000 in 1953 alone. 

The “concealed purpose” for which the Film Council 
is being used is outlined in an expensive, 112-page 
brochure, UNESCO Story, dated May, 1950, and pub- 
lished by the U. S. National Commission for UNESCO, 
Washington, D. C. It is described as “a resource and 
action booklet for organizations and communities.” 
UNESCO Story reveals that the American public is 
being softened up for acceptance of interference in our 
domestic customs by this U. 8. National Commission 
for UNESCO through a device called a “human rela- 
tions audit.” 

For instance, UNESCO Story discloses how cleverly 
a human relations audit was instigated in Montelair,

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Concerning the Activities of Movements Tending 
To Undermine the Institutions of the Republic 


HE STORMIEST public hearings ever held by 
T: Congressional investigating committee  cor- 

rectly describes the current hearings conducted 
by the special committee of the House of Represen- 
tatives, looking into tax-exempt charitable and philan- 
thropic foundations. The chairman is Congressman 
Bb. Carroll Reece (R.-Tenn.), one-time chairman of the 
Republican National Committee. 

It seems to be the plan of pro-New Deal Democrats 
in Congress to interrupt any and all investigations of 
subversives. This is true of the Permanent Investi- 
gations subcommittee of the Senate, where Senator 
Stuart Symington has been a thorn in the sides of 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy and other Republican 
members, and where Senator Henry M. Jackson and 
Senator John L., McClellan have been far from coop- 
erative, It is also true, but to a lesser extent, among 
some of the Democratic members of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities. 

But the Democratic opposition to the probe of sub- 
versives has reached its peak on this special House 
committee where Congressman Wayne (Gabby) L. 
Hays (D.-Ohio) has been waging a one-man fight 
against a continuance of the investigation, aided and 
abetted at times by another Democratic member, Con- 
gresswoman Gracie Pfost (D.-Idaho). It might be 
well for Ohio and Idaho voters to study the facts 
concerning these two Representatives before the No- 
vember election, 

The truth is that there is a direct inter-relationship 
between the tax-exempt foundations and government 
and education. A previous probe, although more or 
less sabotaged, did show that certain foundations made 
financial grants to subversive individuals and organ- 
izations, and there appears to be overwhelming proof 
to back the statement that the “world-wide social rev- 
olution” has been promoted by money which “in large 
part came from the foundations.” 


Witnesses Testify Against Foundations 


With wide differences already splitting Republicans 
and Democrats on the special five-member House com- 
mittee over the aims and course of an investigation 
of tax-exempt foundations, and with members even ai 
odds over the analysis which the committee’s research 
director, Norman Dodd, suggested in an initial re- 
port, a number of witnesses have added fuel to the 
fire by bitterly attacking some of these so-called 
philanthropic funds, 

A featured witness was Aaron M,. Sargent, a San 
Francisco lawyer, former chairman of the Committee 
on Americanization of the Sons of the American Revo- 
lution, and considered an “expert on radicalism in 
education.” He accused the National Education Asso- 
ciation of having sponsored textbooks stressing “the

seamy side” of American life, while picturing the So- 
viet Union as a land of “sweetness and light.” He 
said the books had been financed by a $50,000 grant 
from the Rockefeller Foundation, 

Mr. Sargent added that 113 Communist fronts and 
50 pro-Red authors had had a hand in the series, 
“Building America,” which he described as “a stacked 
deck” against American junior high school students. 

Congressman Wayne L. Hays (D.-Ohio), who at one 
point walked out of the hearings, bitterly assailed Mr. 
Sargent, and frequently crossed swords with Con- 
gressman Bb. Carroll Reece (R.-Tenn.), committee 
chairman. Mr. Hays kept demanding that Facts 
Forum, a radio-television program promoted by H. L. 
Hunt, wealthy Texas oil man, be investigated. 

Other witnesses against the foundations to date 
have included Professor David Nelson Rowe, of Yale; 
Dr. Kenneth Colegrove, formerly of Northwestern Uni- 
versity; Ken Earl, an attorney who termed the League 
for Industrial Democracy a tax-exempt “adjunct of 
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Surrounded by Nearly a Million Pieces of Communist 
Propaganda, Chief Collector of the Port of New York Rob- 
ert W. Dill (Left); Senator Herman Welker (R.-Idaho); 
and Committee Counsel Richard Arens Examine Some of 
the Documents. A Subcommittee of the Senate Internal 
Security Committee 1s Seeking a Way to Curtail the Flow 
of Commie Literature from the Iron and Bamboo Curtain 
Countries. The Documents Shown Represent Only a Few 

Days’ Import Into New York. 
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the Socialist Party”; and Dr, A. H. Hobbs, of the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

Congressman “Gabby” Hays became particularly 
vitriolic when Mr. Sargent called Senator Paul Doug- 
las (D.-IL.) a Socialist, and mentioned Edward R. 
Murrow, commentator, as a sponsor of a pamphlet re- 
lating to a Moscow summer school. And the entire 
hearing neared collapse when Congressman Hays ob- 
jected to the questioning of a pro-Foundation witness, 
Pendleton Herring, president of the Social Science 
Research Council and former president of the Ameri- 
can Political Science Association. 


Seven Connecticut Reds Indicted 


Only six days after they had been seized in New 
York City, New Haven and West Hartford in an FBI 
crack-down, a Federal grand jury indicted seven top 
Communist Party leaders on charges of violating the 
Smith Act. Federal District Judge Robert P. Ander- 
son presided over the three days of secret sessions. 

Those indicted were Alfred Leo Marder, 32; Sidney 
Sussman Resnick, 32; Joseph Diman, 34; Simon Sil- 
verman, alias Sid Taylor; Jacob Goldring, 39; James 
Sherman Tate, 48; and Robert Champion Ekins, 46. 

In St. Louis, four Missouri Communists—William 
Sentner, Robert Manewitz, James F. Forest and Mar- 
cus A. Murphy—were sentenced to five years impris- 
onment, and a fifth—Mrs. Dorothy Forest—was given 
three years, for conspiring to advocate overthrow of 
the Government by force and violence. U. 8S, District 
Judge Roy W. Harper handed down the sentences. 


Spy Avenges Kin Slain by Reds 


James W. Glatis has informed the Subversive Ac- 
tivities Control Board in Boston that he has been a 
Communist Party member since 1949, spying for the 
FBI as an undercover agent to “avenge” the death 
of relatives in Greece 10 years ago at the hands of 
the Reds. He said that his uncle and cousin had been 
“murdered” by the Communists in 1944, and that his 
grandfather had died a few weeks later from shock. 

Mr. Glatis, a 28-year-old employee of the General 
Electric Company plant in Lynn, Mass., joined the 
Communist Party through the Civil Rights Congress, 
cited by Attorney General Herbert Brownell, Jr., as 
a Communist front. He testified at a hearing on the 
charge that the National Council of American-Soviet 
Friendship is a front. 

Another witness, Jess Fletcher, 63, of Seattle, 
Wash., was testified he had been a “secret member” 
of the Communist Party from 1936 to 1945, said that 
former Congressman Hugh DeLacy, of Seattle, had 
also been a secret Red in 1944, as well as State Sen- 
ator and Seattle Democratic leader Michael Gallagher. 
The latter termed the charge a “lie.” 


Six Alleged Reds Nabbed in Boston 


Three men and three women have been arrested— 
and a fourth man is being sought—on charges of con- 
spiring to overthrow by force or violence the govern- 
ment of Massachusetts or the United States. The 
action was taken after a Suffolk County grand jury 
investigating Communism in Boston returned seven 
secret indictments. 

The six are Otis Archer Hood, four-time Commu- 
nist candidate for Governor; Ann Burlak Timpson, 
known as the “Red Flame” during the depression 
years; Mrs, Barbara Bennett Rosenkrantz, a Radcliffe 
Yollege graduate; Mrs, Edith Abber, former chairman 
of the Labor Youth League; Franklin P. Collier, Jr., 
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Charlie Chaplin Displays His “Peace Diploma” Presented 

to Him by the World Council of Peace. The Former Movie 

Comedian, Barred from the United States Because of His 
Pro-Red Activities, Is Now Living in Switzerland. 


head of the Communist book store in Boston; and 
Herbert I. Zimmerman, reportedly education director 
of the Communist Party in the Boston area. Still 
being sought is Daniel Boone Schirmer. 

All the arrests were made under the Massachusetts 
Anarchy Act which has been on the books for 55 
years, but has never been tested. 


Contempt Citation Sought for Lamont 


The Senate Government Operations Committee, of 
which Senator Joseph R. McCarthy (R.-Wis.) is chair- 
man, has asked the Senate to cite Corliss Lamont, 
wealthy New York leftist and “financial angel” for 
Communist causes, for contempt of Congress. The 
action stems from his refusal last September to tell 
the Permanent Investigations subcommittee whether 
or not he was a Communist. 

The committee also asked contempt citations against 
Albert Shadowitz, of Pine Brook, N. J., and Abraham 
Unger, of New York, who, along with Lamont, re- 
fused to answer questions while declining to invoke 
the Fifth Amendment. 

A total of 66 Communists are now in prison, or

munist agent do when at 
long last he has been separated from the Federal 
payroll? Unfortunately, the Congressional hearings 
rarely give us that information. The committees 
usually are satisfied when they can write down the 
definite termination date on the government job of 
said comrade. Where the Kremlin agent goes after 
that and what he does to meet the law of supply and 
demand are usually not committee problems, 

But one interesting case has come to light in recent 
hearings before the Jenner Committee in the Senate. 
It traces the comings and goings of one Edward J. 
Fitzgerald, a notorious Fifth Amendment civil ser- 
vant, after the termination of his Washington career. 

Fitzgerald entered the New Deal in 1936 as a writer 
on the WPA’s National Research Project, at $1,800 
a year. He was a protege of David Weintraub and 
Irving Kaplan, who need no introduction to NATIONAL 
Repus.iic readers. His name was among those listed 
in the historic FBI memo to President Truman in 
November, 1945, wherein he was identified with the 
Victor Perlo spy ring in the War Production Board, 
for which Elizabeth Bentley was the courier. 

Advancing steadily in salary and influence, Fitz- 
gerald moved successively to the Federal Security 
Agency, the Federal Works Agency, the War Produc- 
tion Board, the Foreign Economic Administration, 
finally the Department of Commerce. By September, 
1947, the month of his resignation, his basic salary 
had advanced to $8,000 a year. 


Out of government at long last, Fitzgerald became 
a free lance writer in New York City, devoting him- 
self chiefly to book reviews. Now the lot of a free 
lance writer is a tough one; even a good writer and 
a good American finds it a frustrating, unrewarding 
experience—more often than not. But during the 
first four months of 1953 Fitzgerald had six reviews 
published in the New York Times, 50 in the New York 
Herald-Tribune, and 53 in the Saturday Review of 
Literature. 

This adds up to 109 book reviews in three of the 
Nation’s most influential book-screening media, all 
within a period of four short months—and all by a 
man named by the FBI in November, 1945, as a mem- 
ber of the second “most important group of Soviet 
espionage agents with whom Bentley has maintained 
liaison.” 

Have you ever wondered why books supporting 
Communism are boomed so often in the most influen- 
tial literary media? And do you realize that books 
exposing Communist penetration under Roosevelt and 
Truman are frowned upon by the New York literary 
clique which appears to dominate the review pages 
of the Times, the Herald-Tribune and the Saturday 
Review? 

Maybe the time has come for somebody to start 
a weekly literary review devoted to pro-American 
books. In any case, it is a most unwholesome state 


of affairs when as many as 109 new books are screened 
to the American people in four months by a man 
who had served faithfully in the Kremlin espionage 
ring in Washington for 14 years.

is a Virginia Democrat 
of the old school, who fought the extravagance and 
bureaucracy of the Roosevelt and Truman adminis- 
trations at every turn. As chairman of the Joint 
Committee on Reduction of Non-Essential Federal 
Expenditures, he acts as a watchdog on the Treasury. 
His opinions are respected by those who sit on both 
sides of the aisle, for he has long made it a practice 
to place his country ahead of his party. His recent 
report, therefore, should have received much wider 
publicity than it did. 

The Eisenhower Administration, said Senator Byrd, 
accomplished a net cutback of 134,344 civilian Federal 
employees during the 10-month period ending April, 
1954. Not only that but, according to Senator Byrd, 
April marked the 21st consecutive month of declining 
Federal employment. 

This is good news for the American taxpayer. Dur- 
ing the 20 long years of the New Deal-Fair Deal, our 
Federal Government became topheavy. An adminis- 
trator in Washington was rated according to the 
number of his personnel and the size of his appro- 
priations. Old departments were expanded, new 
agencies and bureaus came into being. In many cases 
there were no duties for these new civil servants, but 
they were hired anyway. 

It’s not easy to reverse a trend like that. But it’s 
being done, and announcement of the achievement 
comes, not from a member of the present administra- 
tion, not even from a Republican, but from a life-long

CONGRESS GOES 
TO THE PEOPLE roots” hearings on the 


United Nations Charter, or, more specifically, on the 
proposed revision of that charter. This is believed 
to be the first time that a major foreign policy ques- 
tion has been taken directly to the people for dis- 
cussion, 

This series of “grass roots” hearings began in 
Akron, Ohio, last February. <A second such hearing 
was held in Milwaukee in April, and on May 15 the 
subcommittee moved to Greensboro, North Carolina, 
to receive a cross section of views from a southern 
area of the United States. And there are plans to 
visit other parts of the country at a later date. 

Senator Alexander Wiley \R.-Wis.), chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, has offered 
this explanation for this unique series of hearings: 

“The Charter of the United Nations will probably 
come up for review sometime after 1955. It is essen- 
tial that the United States begin now to develop the 
policies it will follow in connection with that review. 
This subcommittee has been directed by the Senate 
to make a full study of the Charter and American 
participation in the United Nations and other inter- 
national organizations. 


“We want to find out what, if anything, should 
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be done to change the Charter so that it will better 
serve the interests and security of the United States 
and contribute to the preservation of peace. That is 
why we are going out to the country. We are seeking 
the guidance and counsel of the American people in 
our work. We are not pollsters. We are not going 
out to count heads on who likes or doesn’t like the 
U.N, But we are going out to get the ideas of sincere 
people in all walks of life, and we want to hear what 
they have to say to their elected representatives on 
the subject.” 

This is an admirable plan, and we are all for it. 
But there is one grave danger. The One Worlders 
will be out in force at all of these hearings, and mem- 
bers of the subcommittee are certain to hear plenty 
about the scheme to convert the U.N. into a super 
World Government. Sut will the real Americans, 
who believe in American sovereignty, be heard? This 
is important, because otherwise a very false picture 
is going to be painted. Since the One Worlders are 
better organized than are patriots, it behooves each 
and every one of us to act, 

Ira E, Bennett, in the May, 1954, issue of the 
NationaL called our attention to the dan- 
gers that confront us in the proposed U.N, Charter 
revision next year, and he follows this up with an- 
other article on the same subject on page 15 of this 
month’s issue.

It might also be advisable to write similar letters 
to your own Senators and Congressman, for they are 
invited to sit with the subcommittee at these “grass 
roots” hearings. Remember that this is a matter that 
will never come up for a vote. The only opportunity 
you will ever have to voice your opinion is now. 


SHERMAN WAS RIGHT since the 


beginning of time, but the battlefield carnage was 
still relatively low as long as man’s speed was lim- 
ited to the gait of a horse, and as long as his most 
lethal weapon was the tomahawk or the bow and 
arrow. The discovery of gunpowder, of course, 
changed things, but man still was more likely to meet 
his end on the highway—or in the kitchen or bath- 
room—than on the battlefield. Now, with the devel- 
opment of nuclear weapons-—and with jet planes to 
deliver them—the whole picture has been turned up- 
side down, and it calls for a re-appraisement. 
Recently Dr. George Gamow, professor of theoret- 
ical physies at George Washington University, tried 
to explain the effects of nuclear weapons in terms 
that the man in the street could understand. He 
pointed out that the range of incendiary action varies 
as the square root of the force; that the range of 
blast destruction varies as the cube root of the force; 
and that the range of nuclear radiation damage varies 
logarithmically with the foree. That may be a physi- 
cist’s idea of a simple explanation, but frankly we’re 
a bit rusty on square roots, cube roots and logarithms.

And should the bombs begin falling tomorrow morn- 
ing, we think we’d be too busy heading out of town 
to stop and compute the distance between us and 
Point Zero. 

All we know is that man has finally developed a 
weapon that is too powerful and too dangerous for 
him to handle. When we can set off a blast that 
alters geography and causes casualties several hun- 
dred miles away—as happened in our Pacific tests 
some months ago—when one single bomb is capable 
of wiping out an entire metropolitan area with the 
radioactive dust from that explosion encircling the 
world—well, we wonder what Sherman would have 
said to that. Certain it is that civilization, as we 
know it, could not survive an all-out war fought with 
hydrogen weapons. And now we hear rumors of co- 
balt bombs and nitrogen bombs, each one designed 
to cause greater havoc and kill more people. We 
actually have weapons now that are too dangerous 
even to be tested. 

The outlook is, indeed, gloomy. But all is not hope- 
less by any means. For we have long contended that 
the more terrible our arsenal becomes, the better our 
chance of avoiding full-scale war, that the very exist- 
ence of such weapons may in themselves be war’s 
most effective deterrents. That in substance was 
what President Eisenhower and Vice President Nixon 
told us recently. Only madmen would start a war of 
this kind, and our great hope is that the men in the 
Kremlin are not quite that mad. We endorse the 
President’s concept of “massive retaliation,” for, un- 
less Malenkoy & Company are prepared to commit 
suicide, they will not dare to take the risk. 

Of course, this is not a desirable situation. No 
people, not even a rich people, can long bear the ex- 
pense of such a program, to say nothing of enduring 
the accompanying tensions. There is also the danger 
of a misealeulation somewhere along the line. Then, 
too, we must face the probability that Moscow will 
continue its policy of “little” wars, as in Korea and 
Indo-China, or infiltration and seizure, as in Czecho- 
slovakia and other Iron Curtain countries. No matter 
how you look upon such things, they constitute aggres- 
sion too. In the long run it will make no difference 
whether we lose the world a little at a time or at 
one fell blow, and we must find effective means to 
halt the “little” wars as well as the big ones. 

jut, in any case, we agree with President Ejisen- 
hower that this is no time for the jitters. In the 
first place, it would do us no good to fear the future. 
And in the second place, fear is unbecoming a great 
people. These are truly times to try the souls of 
men, but remember that it takes a real challenge to 
bring out the greatness that lies within a people. Im- 
bued with the same courageous determination and 
eternal vigilance which our forefathers so gallantly 
displayed in the dark days of 1776, we shall ride out 
the storm and live to create the better world which 
is our goal. If you do not believe that, you are un- 
worthy of bearing the name of American.

who paved the way for the French Revolution, 

did not openly advocate the overthrow of the 
“ancien régime”; once their leader, Diderot, had been 
jailed, they resorted to concealment and trickery to 
obtain their goal. Those who want to remake Ameri- 
can society according to the collectivist program, of 
which Karl Marx has been the spearhead, have learned 
to cultivate the art of slow penetration, of destruction 
by gradual increase of poisonous injections into the 
body of our public opinion. 

No one in America who is in his senses nowadays 
openly advocates Communism. Even the most hardened 
disciples of Lenin and Stalin have learned the Fabian 
method—the art of never mentioning Socialism while 
always thinking of it, and working towards its real- 
ization. To suggest that it might be worthwhile weigh- 
ing “both sides” of a question (where, for an American, 
there should be but the American side), and thus 
spread doubts about the principles of our American 
heritage, is not even the cleverest of these tricks. The 
molding of our outlook by ignoring the values of our 
tradition is the more vicious and effective scheme. 

The 200 Publie Affairs pamphlets—angry defense 
by well-known leftists to the contrary—are a elassical 
example of our present ideological degeneracy. Con- 
sidering that fewer and fewer persons actually read 
the books they talk about, it is evident that our stu- 
dents, club women and participants in community 
panel forums must be supplied with the proper light- 
weight mental food to be conditioned for the remaking 
of our society. 


sk ENCYCLOPEDISTS of the 18th Century, 


There is no established series of pamphlets in Amer- 
ica which upholds our Constitutional principles. There 
is none which aims at inspiring its readers with the 
message of freedom which our Constitution and the 
Declaration of Independence convey. Everyone of the 
four established series of pamphlets which are at this 
time being used in America is infiltrated with the 
Socialist and pro-Soviet dogma. 

Yet, while the pamphlets of the Oxford Book Com- 
pany and the Foreign Policy Association, which the 
author elsewhere has exposed, like those of the Insti- 
tute of Pacific Relations, have done irreparable harm 
to the minds of Americans, those known as Public 
Affairs Pamphlets have probably done the most to 
undermine our way. 

There is something diabolically cunning in the gen- 
eral framework of these pamphlets. Only a Marxian 
mastermind could fool Americans so completely. But 
if our public life had not been inoculated with collec- 
tivism in more than 20 years of the “revolution from 
above,” Americans would still have the strength to 
repudiate these pamphlets in toto, and, by voluntary 
action, deposit them where they belong. 


Maxwell Slutz Stewart has been the editor of Public 
Affairs Pamphlets since their inauguration in 1936, 
Despite occasional protests he has held this position 
to 1954, during a period in which more than 18 million 
copies of 200 different pamphlets have been distributed 
in schools, colleges and among organized societies, It 
would be ridiculous to argue whether or not Maxwell 
Stewart ever was a Communist. No one that we can 
recall, who has not been an ardent champion of the 
Marxian world revolution, ever was permitted to be 
an associate editor of the Moscow Daily News, But 
Stewart, in addition, has served on the editorial boards 
of such Communist publications as China Today and 
Soviet Russia Today. Throughout the decades, he has 
supported dozens of Communist fronts. 

Louis Francis Budenz told the McCarran Committee 
under oath that Stewart was a Communist, and that 
Earl Browder called him “one of the reliables of the 
arty.” There is hardly any important Communist 
front in which Stewart has not played a role, Yet, he 
still is the editor of P.A.P. 

Worse than that, men of national reputation have 
come to Stewart’s and I’.A.P.’s defense. Senator Paul 
H. Douglas (D.-Ill.) inserted an eight-page homage 
to P.A.P. in the Congressional Record of May 3, 1951. 
Of course, Douglas himself is an old leftist of the 
Fabian variety. In his days he was an adviser to 
the American Trade Union Delegation to the Soviet 
Union. He was an officer of the Garland Fund, which 
served such Communist enterprises as the Daily 
Worker, Novy Mir, New Masses, International Pub- 
lishers (of the convicted commissar, Alexander Tracht- 
enberg) and Russian Reconstruction Farms (of the 
Soviet spy, Harold Ware). An active leader of the 
(Marxian) League for Industrial Democracy, Douglas 
would possibly not have figured in our present polit- 
ical life if millions among our voters were not already 
immune to the collectivist poison. 

By his encomium of the pamphlet series, Douglas 
put himself in a category with the defunct Friends 
of Democracy, an unsavory “gestapo” outfit which, in 
a 117-page report, exonerated P.A.P, The “Rev.” Leon 
M. Birkhead, national director of the “Friends,” has 
of late specialized in smear attacks on patriots in 
something called Exposé. 

A man like Harry LD. Gideonse, president of Brook- 
lyn College, recently wrote a favorable introductory 
comment for one of the pamphlets. Inasmuch as Dr. 
Gideonse was permitted to testify on Communism be-

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fore the Jenner Committee, he has acquired a sort 
of halo as an anti-Communist fighter. In reality, the 
faculty of Brooklyn College still abounds in collectiv- 
ists whose anti-individualism paves the way for the 
totalitarian monstrosity, and Gideonse himself pub- 
licly hobnobs with some of the Fabian disintegrators 
of America. 

As a matter of camouflage, the veteran sponsor of 
the Communist causes and editor of P.A.P. has pub- 
lished numerous pamphlets of a medical, hygienic or 
otherwise socially useful nature. Attractively made 
up, such booklets are the delight of those citizens who 
want good information in capsules. Vitamins for 
Health, Epilepsy, Good News About Diabetes, Polio 
Can Be Conquered, Alcoholism Is a Sickness, and Loan 
Sharks and Their Victims are almost infallible bait 
for the innocent; for, after gaining confidence in P.A.P. 
through these neat and competent pamphlets, hun- 
dreds of thousands proceed to reading the others, 
which suggest the advisability of public (Socialistic) 
planning, and disregard the 
wisdom of limited government. 
To add to the confusion, many 
of our most respectable socie- 
ties, including the American 
Heart Association, American 
Heritage Foundation, Mater- 
nity Center Association, U. 8. 
Public Health Service, and 
even the American Red Cross, 
have sponsored and underwrit- 
ten some of the Public Affairs 
Pamphlets. 

While no foundation has yet 
been found to finance pam- 
phlets on Americanism, ie., 
the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, the Constitution, the Ten 
Commandments, and _ related 
topics, the Maurice and Laura 
Falk Foundation, the Pollak 
Foundation for Economic Re- 
search, the Phelps Stokes Fund 
and the Alfred P. Sloan Foun- 
dation have paid heavy subsi- 
dies to P.A.I?’. Not counting 
several unreported years, the 
Sloan Foundation alone sank a minimum of $379,947.20 
in the enterprise, 


MAXWELL STEWART, the veteran of the Amer- 
ican Committee for Protection of Foreign Born, 
American Youth Congress and American League for 
Peace and Democracy, in editing the pamphlets has 
done a real job of tight-rope dancing. While he has 
seen to it that, a few meager exceptions to the con- 
trary, advocates of the free market economy be barred 
from the enchanted circle of P.A.P. authors, he has 
emphasized the choice of marginal issues which may 
lead us in the direction of the collectivist utopia— 
problems of racial minorities, slums, international un- 
derstanding, public works, distribution of wealth, ete. 
Stewart himself has authored some 30-odd of the 
200 pamphlets. The former associate editor of the 
Moscow Daily News and the left-wing Nation does not 
waste his time on plugging competition, incentive, 
profit, and individual independence. Statistics in In- 
come and Economic Progress (No. 1) ever so slyly 
lead you along the path of Socialism. Your Stake in 
Collective Bargaining (No. 111) never even inquires 
if industry-wide bargaining might be mere blackmail- 
ing of the consumer.

What About Communism? (No. 164), by Arthur 
Schlesinger, Jr., co-leader of the left-wing Americans 
For Democratic Action, warns against our present 
“hysteria” regarding Communism. The author advo- 
cates the thoroughly discredited materialist fallacy 
that abolition of poverty is the best means of combat- 
ing Communism, Only one who is ignorant of scores 
of events of Communist history can indulge in such 
amateurish fancy. 

A pamphlet like How Shall We Pay for Health 
Care? (No. 152) of course does not come out straight 
in favor of socialized medicine. It allegedly presents 
“both sides” of the problem, George F. Lull defending 
freedom of choice and voluntary insurance, Oscar R. 
Ewing championing the un-American Socialist bu- 
reaucracy. By failing to point out that Ewing is 
wrong and opposes the principles of American tradi- 
tion, editor Stewart quite knowingly introduces the 
Marxian “Trojan Horse.” 

The Negro in America (No, 95), by now in its 11th 
printing, has been used in just 
about every “progressive” in- 
ter-cultural relations class of 
the land. Written by the Swed- 
ish pro-Marxist Gunnar Myr- 
dal, edited by Stewart, and 
subsidized by the Carnegie En- 
dowment, the pamphlet, on the 
surface, is objective and useful. 
It is in the slanted emphasis 
of the interpretation that it in- 
cites to revolt against our way. 
It is mere opinion on the part 
of the author to call our atti- 
tudes toward the Negro “Amer- 
ica’s greatest failure” (page 
31). In reality, no nation has 
done as much for the Negro 
race as has America. But the 
theme has been exploited for 
the Communists on a _ world- 
wide basis. 


Prejudice in Textbooks (No. 
160), by Maxwell Stewart, was 
not only praised by the Cali- 
fornia Jewish Voice, a Com- 
munistic publication, but The 
New York Times of Sunday, October 1, 1950, Section 
IV, page 9, devoted eight paragraphs, spread over two 
columns, to this misleading package of poison. The 
pamphlet is based on a NEA-sponsored “group study” 
which was directed by smooth Howard E. Wilson, who 
used to be well received by the “tional Council of 
Soviet-American Friendship, and w! llegedly worked 
harmoniously with Alger Hiss as an executive officer 
of the Carnegie Endowment. 

Going just as far as might be safe without arousing 
too much suspicion, the pamphlet magnifies minor 
traces of “racial intolerance,’ while it has nothing 
to say about the monstrous class prejudices against 
free enterprise which have permeated the vast majority 
of our textbooks. Only one who fails to realize that 
the right to property and freedom from government 
interference are basic to our cherished individual lib- 
erty can be as out of focus (from the viewpoint of 
our Constitutional heritage) as Howard Wilson proves 
to be. This Wilson-Stewart pamphlet is a prominent 
example of the blindness toward the Socialist evil 
which, like a grave disease, has befallen America..

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PROPOSED CHANGES 
IN THE U.N. CHARTER

URRENT events reveal the impotence of the 
C United Nations. This failure of the boasted 

peace system is bringing out two distinct and 
opposing branches of public opinion, one insisting 
that the U.N. shall continue its efforts with possibly 
some improvement in the charter, and the other de- 
manding that the U.N. be scrapped. 

Public opinion—what has that to do with the U.N. 
or any change in its charter? The people have no 
opportunity to decide what the U.N. is to be, or what 
relations the United States shall have with the U.N. 
Only governments have a vote in U.N. matters. The 
United States, having committed itself to the charter, 
can take a position for or against any proposed 
change in the charter, but it will do so without know- 
ing definitely how the majority of the people would 
stand on such questions. 

The people of the United States now face the possi- 
bility that important changes in the charter of the 
U.N. may be agreed to by their Government, without 
their consent. Of course, if such changes should be 
approved, they would have to be embodied in a treaty, 
and the people would thus indirectly have a voice by 
bearing down upon their Senators, pro and con. 

Presumably the Government will not agree to any- 
thing that would outrage the majority opinion of the 
people; but in a contest between the Government and 
the people, with the Senate as umpire, the chances 
would greatly favor victory by the Government—that 
is, the present Administration—in putting through a 
treaty. All but two or three Senators have com- 
mitted themselves to support of the U.N. charter. 
The demands that the United States shall withdraw 
from the U.N. or that drastic changes shall be made 
in the charter, such as provision for a legislature to 
enact “world law,” apparently would have few cham- 
pions in the U. 8S. Senate, even if the President should 
propose such changes. We know in advance that he 
would not. 

What is the present attitude of the Administration 
with regard to revision of the U.N. charter? Does 
it favor changes that would abolish the deadly Soviet 
veto power and strengthen the authority of the U.N. 
to promote world peace or to enact “world law”? 

Much water may run under the bridge before the 
time comes next year for holding a conference to re- 
vise the U.N. charter. However, assuming that atomic 
war has not shattered the U.N. together with civil- 
ization itself, it seems probable that the 60 govern- 
ments belonging to the U.N. will confer on proposed 
alteration of the charter. The United States will 
participate. 

Under President Eisenhower, the chief spokesman 
expressing American policy is Secretary of State John 
Foster Dulles. He has considered this matter and 
has outlined some of the questions that may be pressed 
in case of a charter-revision conference. A subcom- 


mittee of the Senate Foreign Relations Committee is 
also inquiring into the trends of public opinion re- 
garding proposed changes in the charter. In speaking 
before this subcommittee recently, Secretary Dulles 
pointed out that two factors had worked to disap- 
point popular hopes for world peace via the U.N.— 
first, the tendency to exaggerate written words as 
harbingers of effective action; and second, the policy 
of the Soviet Communist bloc which “departed from 
the spirit, and indeed the language, of the charter.” 

Incidentally, the admission that the Soviets have 
violated the charter lends support to the demand in 
some quarters that the United States is justified in 
withdrawing from the treaty that has been broken. 

By its veto the Soviet bloc has prevented the fol- 
lowing governments from becoming members of the 
U.N.: 

Austria, Cambodia, Ceylon, Finland, Eire, Italy, 
Japan, Jordan, Korea, Laos, Libya, Nepal, Portugal, 
Viet Nam. 

The peace of the world is involved in the affairs of 
some of these nations, notably Cambodia, Italy, Japan, 
Korea, Laos and Viet Nam. The inference is clear 
that if the Soviet Union were disposed to promote 
world peace and believed in the utility of the U.N. 
as a peace-promoter, it would not oppose admission 
of these nations. 

Secretary Dulles told the subcommittee that these 
questions might be considered by a revision confer- 
ence: universality of membership in the U.N.; en- 
hancement of security through regional arrangements 
in view of the paralysis of the Security Council; the 
veto power; more power in the Assembly by stronger 
nations; control of armaments by a special organ of 
the U.N.; and the development of international law. 

As to universality of membership, Mr, Dulles re- 
marked that “some rulers do not respect the elemen- 
tal decencies of international conduct,” such as Red 
China, and therefore are not fit to join the family 
of nations. 

The Security Council having failed to accomplish 
the duty of maintaining peace, the Secretary of State 
said the Assembly had taken a more decisive role in 
by-passing the veto power, and that regional compacts 
seemed to promise some measure of security. He said 
the United States would “hesitate to go much further” 
in surrendering its veto power. He suggested that 
strong nations be given a voting advantage in the 
General Assembly. 

Regarding the development and enforcement of in-

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ternational law, as a means of maintaining peace, 
Mr. Dulles observed that “law” was looked upon by 
most governments as “man’s effort to apply moral 
principles to human affairs,’ but that one-third of 
the world is ruled by those who do not recognize any 
moral law and who look upon “law” as a means of 
destroying their enemies, 

Had the framers of the charter foreseen the atomic 
age, they would have provided for dealing with the 
problems it has raised. Now Mr. Dulles thinks that 
perhaps a special agency of the U.N. should be cre- 
ated to control armaments and to direct atomic en- 
ergy to peaceful uses, 

Finally Mr. Dulles suggested that much might be 
lost by too much tinkering with the charter, “The 
United Nations as it is,” he concluded, “is better than 
no United Nations at all.” 

A few more details concerning the Administration’s 
program for charter revision were given by a State 
Department spokesman, Assistant Secretary David M. 
Wainhouse, in an address at the University of Min- 
nesota on April 10. Obviously he expressed the offi- 
cial view, while inviting public opinion by putting 
forth “feelers” on controversial questions. 

“After almost nine years,” said Mr. Wainhouse, “we 
have still not concluded the principal treaties of 


peace. The Communists have enslaved millions and 
there is the constant threat of enslaving millions 
more. New states have arisen . The charter as- 


sumption of the unity of the great powers has broken 
down ... United Nations action is cumbersome. It is 
generally slow. Being without coercive power, spokes- 
men in the U.N, sometimes indulge in irresponsible 
talk or action, What is more serious is a tendency 
in the U.N. to push this fledgling organization too 
fast and too far.” 

Revision of the charter is a political matter, said 
Mr. Wainhouse. The rule of voluntary action by na- 
tions limits the scope of any program for revising 
the charter. “We feel that extreme proposals should 
be avoided,’ he said. By “we,” he implied that he 
referred to the State Department. 

“The map with which we are working,” he added, 
“and on which we are trying to chart a reasonable 
course, has on its extreme limits proposals to estab- 
lish some sort of superstate; to expel those we do 
not like; and to withdraw United States participa- 
tion. So far as a ‘superstate’ is concerned, I would 
remind you that we must work with the material at 
hand—with the world as it is ... A voluntary asso- 
ciation of sovereign nations is not adequate in itself 
to give us a binding guarantee that there will be no 
war, But the U.N. as a voluntary association does 
afford to all peace-loving states a reasonable assur- 
ance that they will have friends and allies if they 
are wantonly attacked by an aggressor. It also works 
in many ways to prevent wars before they can start. 
President Eisenhower has said that it is ‘man’s best 
organized hope to substitute the conference table for 
the battlefield” We do not believe that it (the char- 
ter review conference) could profitably devute itself 
to the attempt to create a superstate. 

“Neither do we believe,’ added Mr. Wainhouse, 
“that proposals to reorganize the U.N. without the 
Soviet Union are within the proper scope of the re- 
view conference.” He referred to the power of the 
Soviet Union to veto such a move, and suggested that 
“the advantage of having the Soviet bloe within the 
U.N. is that they are forced to lay bare their record 
of hypocrisy before the bar of public opinion.” The 
U.N. has not, through all its history, he said, adopted 
a single major Soviet proposal to which the United 
States has objected. The U.N. could not well serve 
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as a channel for East-West negotiations if the Red 
bloc were excluded, in his opinion. He cited as an 
example the ending of the Berlin blockade, although 
the world in general believes that the airlift, and not 
negotiations, broke the blockade. As to the proposal 
that the United States withdraw from the U.N., Mr.

HE TYPE of thinking which so long concealed,

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ND MEN have been speaking of—and writing 
A of—and searching for Utopia since the begin- 

ning of time. The word is derived from two 
Greek words, meaning “not a place.” Utopia, there- 
fore, is something which has no real existence, which 
is unattainable, which is purely imaginary—but that 
has in no wise dissuaded men from seeking it. 

To be sure, the word was first coined about four 
and a half centuries ago—in the year 1516 to be exact 
—when Sir Thomas More wrote a book under that 
intriguing title. This book described an island where- 
on dwelt perfect people living under perfect laws 
amidst perfect conditions, But Sir Thomas More 
with his Utopia neither started nor ended the search 
for this earthly paradise, with its systems of political, 
economic and social perfection ; he merely supplied the 
name. 

Actually the search began back in the Garden of 
Eden, for man was unable to recognize and appre- 
ciate an ideal existence 
even when he had it in 


to put their idealism into practice, and invariably the 
dream has become a nightmare. In their early days 
both the Jamestown and the Plymouth colonies were 
Communistic. In fact, this was a pure Communism, 
as distinguished from today’s corruption of Marxism. 
All property was held in common. All the products 
of labor were equably distributed. There were no 
classes, no privileged few. There was no police power 
ruthlessly wielded. And God was not outlawed. 

This was Communism under the most favorable 
circumstances. But it failed because it ignored hu- 
man nature, because it made no provision for initia- 
tive. It was not until Jamestown and Plymouth had 
scrapped the Communist way of life and revived free 
enterprise that they began to thrive and prosper. 
The Nationa Repusiic has covered in detail the 
story of these early Colonial experiments in Commu- 
nism. 

In later years also America spawned more than her

ND, OF COURSE, it wouldn’t be stretching things 

too far to say that Karl Marx and Friedrich 
Engels were looking for Utopia when they drew up 
their Communist Manifesto. As a matter of fact, 
many, if not most, of the writers on Utopia have been 
inspired by Socialistic or Communistic ideals. Plato’s 
Republic, to start with, was basically Communistic, 
and it was a Communistic society which Campanella 
portrayed in his City of the Sun, written two cen- 
turies before Marx and Engels were even born. Like- 
wise, the more recent Utopias, among them those 
dreamed up by Theodor Hertzka, the Austrian polit- 
ical economist, have had definite Communist back- 
grounds. 

And it isn’t at all strange that so many men, who 
have been seeking short-cuts to some gossamery land 
of make-believe, should have been influenced by the 
Communist ideology. After all, the abolition of pri- 
vate property and the pooling of the products of labor 
have always appealed—and will always appeal—to 
the indolent, the unsuccessful, the frustrated. Show 
us a man who is too lazy to work, or who is a chronic 
failure, and we'll show you a man who favors the 
communal pattern. 

Nor have men always been content merely to dream 
and write about Utopia. Frequently they have tried

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THE SOCIETY OF 
THE CINCINNATI

out a Country,” by Edward Everett Hale is 

familiar to all Americans. Yet how many people 
can explain the badge of the “Society of the Cincin- 
nati” which Philip Nolan caressed to his lips as he 
died after spending 55 years in exile aboard ship? 

Why is the badge of this order so honorable Winston 
Churchill claimed eligibility and was admitted as a 
member in 1947? 

This fraternity, formed by George Washington and 
his officers at the end of the Revolutionary War, 
catches the threads of a historic tale which happened 
back in 1776 at a small tavern in New York, where 
George Washington and a few of his friends had met 
for lunch. 

It would not have been a memorable luncheon ex- 
cept for the fact that it coincided with the landing 
of the British at Frog’s (Throg’s) Neck. 

George Washington, Richard Henry Lee and Samuel 
Parsons sat in silence. Washington’s face was grave 
and intent, while Lee was inwardly resolving, “These 
colonies are, and of right ought to be, free and inde- 
pendent states.” 

At another table the men were more talkative. Henry 
Knox and John Adams compared modern times with 
early Roman days. They discussed the present con- 
flict, its causes and effects. They were convinced that 
the present struggle would be hard and long. 

Knox spoke in precise terms, showing he had given 
pfevious thought to his conversation: 

“T wish I had some ribbon to wear in my hat or 
buttonhole, to be transmitted to my descendants as 
a badge and a proof that I had fought in defense of 
their liberties.” 

Adams agreed. “Now, however, our full attention 
must be devoted to our present duties.” 

Seven years of bloody and unremitting struggle fol- 
lowed. Finally victory came. The Revolution was 
drawing to a close, with the army on the banks of 
the Hudson ready to disband and depart for home. 
Many of these men felt that even though they had 
been comrades all these years and suffered privation 
and hunger for the cause of liberty, they would prob- 
ably never meet again. 

Henry Knox, now Major General Henry Knox, had 
not forgotten, however, his dream of a badge for his 
“hat or buttonhole.” In fact, he had already prepared 
his articles forming such an association. These were 
presented to the several regiments, then referred to 
a committee of officers chosen from these regiments 
for their consideration, and were finally acted upon 
at a meeting held at Baron von Steuben’s headquar- 
ters, the Verplanck House, near Fishkill, on May 
13, 1783. 

General George Washington’s signature was the 
first one placed upon the roll of members and he also 
accepted the office of President General of the Society. 

The thought of returning home was uppermost in 
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the minds of these men. They thought of Cincinnatus, 
the Roman who, having been called from the plough 
by the Senate, led an army to victory and then re- 
turned to his plough. Therefore, they agreed to call 
their new order the “Society of the Cincinnati.” 

Major Pierre Charles L’Enfant, who later planned 
the City of Washington, designed the emblem for the 
order, It consisted of a gold eagle suspended by a 
blue ribbon edged in white, emblematical of the union 
of the United States and France. 

The Society of the Cincinnati in France was organ- 
ized in 1784 and recognized at the first general meeting 
and granted rights similar to those enjoyed by the 
other State societies, though it was not until 1790 
that the ‘general meeting confided to it the determina- 
tion of claims to admission by applicants for mem- 
bership. 

Membership was eagerly sought by officers of the 
French army and navy who had served in the Ameri- 
can Revolution, and the Eagle of the Cincinnati is 
said to have been held in greater esteem than the Cross 
of St. Louis. With the exception of the Golden Fleece, 
the Eagle was the only foreign. decoration permitted 
by Louis XVI, who honored the Society in France by 
becoming its patron. 

The Society of the Cincinnati was formed in our 
own country at a time when the ideas embodied in 
the Articles of Confederation seemed logical and sufti- 
cient as the basis for the government of the newly 
formed United States of America, and it was accord- 
ingly natural that the Society be organized into 13 
State societies—and one of France—bound together 
by the Institution, but within its limits largely inde- 
pendent. 

Membership goes to the eldest male descendant if 
worthy; if there is no male descendant, then to male 
descendants through the intervening female line, In 
1783 there were 2,269 members; in 1951, 1,600 for 
the 13 American State Societies; and about 200 for 
the French Society. 

Opposition to the Society developed early because 
of what were regarded as its undemocratic character- 
istics, as exemplified in the hereditary succession of 
members, It was described as a “race of hereditary 
politicians and nobility,” and nothing short of an at- 
tempt on the life of the Republic was contemplated. 

Benjamin Franklin, Samuel Adams and Thomas 
Jefferson demanded that the “order be annihilated.” 
Alexander Hamilton’s election as President General 
of the Society upon the death of George Washington 
in 1799 added fuel to the flame, 

In a relatively short time, however, opposition 
ceased and finally Benjamin Franklin was elected to 
honorary membership in his State Society. 

Partly because of this attack and partly because 


National Headquarters of the Society of the Cincinnati 
in Washington, D. C. 
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so many members moved westward to the lands be- 
yond the Alleghanies and could not attend meetings, 
six of the State Societies became dormant, although 
their members still maintained interest in the organ- 
ization. 

As an example of this keen interest, when General 
St. Clair was made Governor of the Northwest Ter- 
ritory in 1790, he changed the name of a settlement 
on the Ohio—from Losantiville to Cincinnati—in 
honor of the Society of the Cincinnati. And that is 
how Cincinnati, Ohio, got its name. 

With the renewal of interest in patriotic organiza- 
tions that began with the centennial celebrations in 
1875, efforts were made to revive the dormant State 
Societies of the Cincinnati. The last one, Georgia, 
was revived in 1899 and readmitted in 1902; and 
France was revived and reinstated in 1925. 

Regardless of inactivity on the part of the Society 
of the Cincinnati, however, during General Lafayette’s 
visit to the United States in 1824, among those who 
greeted their brother-in-arms most cordially were the 
fellow officers of the Cincinnati. 

The primary principle and guiding rule of this So- 
ciety is: 

“An incessant attention to preserve inviolate those 
exalted rights and liberties of human nature for which 
they have fought and bled, and without which the 
high rank of a rational being is a curse instead of a 
blessing.” 

Epitomizing the objectives of these men who dedi- 
eated their lives to securing the independence of our 
country, the Bill of Rights adopted eight years later 
was based on this fundamental principle. 

From 1783 to 1937 the Society of the Cincinnati 
had no home nor mailing address, unless it was where 
the Secretary General happened to have his trunk. 

In 1905 Captain Larz Anderson, a member of the 
Society, built a palatial home at 2118 Massachusetts 
Avenue, N.W., Washington, D. C., with the intention 
that it should eventually be the home of the Society 
of the Cincinnati. Its insignia is everywhere part of 
the decorations of the walls; and its eagle, surrounded 
with flags, fills the pediment over the entrance. After 
the death of Mr. Anderson in 1987, Mrs. Anderson 
deeded this beautiful home to the Society of the Cin- 
cinnati as a national headquarters—one worth waiting 
155 years to receive. 

This is one of the most interesting, richly furnished 
museums in Washington, with its many art treasures 
and jewels accumulated by the Anderson family 
throughout the world. Captain Anderson was in the 
diplomatic service and served as Minister to Belgium 
and Ambassador to Japan. 

The building—open daily to the publie from 2 to 4 
p.m. except Sundays — contains portraits, statues, 
carved chests, altars, Oriental objects, tapestries, books,

archive material and in general material pertinent to 
the period of the Revolution. 

This mansion may be used by the President of the 
United States and the Vice President, to entertain 
ioreign dignataries, by Cabinet members, Justices of 
the Supreme Court, Commissioners of the District of 
Columbia and by members of the Society and their 
invited guests. 

The Anderson House may be looked upon as a me- 
morial to General George Washington and the officers 
and men of his command who fought and won the 
War for American Independence. 

Henry Knox would, indeed, be pleased were it pos- 
sible for him to visit the headquarters of the Society 
he helped to found. 


A SYMBOL OF AMERICAN DECAY 
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the Kremlin’s occupants) has been spread to our 
schools and colleges, and to study groups of women’s 
clubs, by numerous associations which are affiliated 
with the National Education Association. The author, 
Roger N. Baldwin, has for 30 years been the director 
of the American Civil Liberties Union which, accord- 
ing to Herbert A. Philbrick, was for a long time infil- 
trated by Communists, and which a year or two ago 
defended Merle Miller’s dishonest anti-anti-Communist 
book, The Judges and the Judged.

matic program, You probably saw it or heard about 
it. After the program some good people wondered if 
America’s arch-traitor should be pitied rather than 
hated. Others believe he was grossly wronged, a vic- 
tim of envious officers and an inexperienced Congress. 
Perhaps there are some people who now feel the body 
of the turncoat should be returned to the United States 
and buried with military honors. The sad part of it 
all is that thousands of children saw the program, and 
now they’re probably wondering if their little history 
books are wrong. Until we can change black to white, 
let us briefly, but carefully, review the life and times 
of Benedict Arnold. 

He was born January 14, 1741, in Norwich, Con- 
necticut. One of six children, he was descended from 
a governor of the Rhode Island Colony. His mother 
was kind and pious, but his father was an idler though 
at one time he was a profitable trader. In his early 
years Benedict Arnold displayed an insecure char- 
acter. He was ruthless and despised authority. He 
received a fair education when he wasn’t playing 
hooky. Daredeviltry became an obsession, and finally 
his mother sent him to relatives where he was appren- 
ticed as a druggist. For a time he seemed to be con- 
tent, but at the age of 15 he ran way to fight in the 
French and Indian War. He was returned home at 
his mother’s request, but again he ran away to the 
battles near Lake George. Because of his youth he 
was made a messenger. He soon tired of this and 
returned to Norwich where he continued as a drug- 
gist. His conduct changed little and it hastened his 
mother’s death before he was 21. 

Arnold then established himself in New Haven. 
Later he traded with the West Indies, shipping horses 
and cattle, and commanding his own vessel. He _ be- 
came known as a hard captain, whose temper got him 
into many quarrels and even a duel with a Frenchman. 
His reputation spread and people looked upon him 
with suspicion. He fell into bankruptcy when cus- 
tomers would no longer deal with him, 

In 1766 a sailor, who shipped with Arnold, accused 
him of being a smuggler. He beat the seaman to a 
pulp and answered the charge against himself with 
a letter to the Connecticut Gazette, which attempted 
to explain his version of the incident. He did not 
deny any illegal actions and appeared to be more upset 
than sorry. The affair was forgiven, but never for- 
gotten. It forced him to live a comparatively quiet 
life until America knocked the chip off England’s 
shoulder at Lexington. 

Benedict Arnold was 35 when the War for Independ- 
ence began. He was well-built with heavy features 
that were accented by searching eyes and a Bourbonic 
nose. He was married twice and his first wife, Mar- 
garet Manstield, left him three sons when she died

in 1775. He had joined the Governor’s Guards and 
Was a captain when the news of Lexington reached 
New Haven. 

He armed 60 volunteers, marched to Cambridge and 
proposed the capture of Ticonderoga and Crown Point. 
He was commissioned a colonel] and given authority 
to raise troops. The Green Mountain Boys, under 
Ethan Allen, were already advancing toward the forts. 
Arnold hastened after them, claimed command of the 
force, but was subordinated under violent protest. 
The strongholds were captured, but Arnold’s anger 
grew and was silenced only when he took a small boat 
and 50 men to St. John’s, where he captured the fort 
and a sloop. These actions secured all of Lake Cham- 
plain for the Americans. (It was learned that 
Arnold’s plan was identical to Allen’s and that he, 
Arnold, might have heard about it earlier.) 

Because of his conduct he was subjected to an inves- 
tigation. He tried to cool the hot water he was in 
by presenting to George Washington a plan to take 
all of Canada in one great attack. Congress disliked 
Arnold and usually stood in his way, but Washington 
recognized his military talents and made him a regular 
colonel of the Continental Army. He was finally given 
command of 1,000 men and started for Quebec. 

The march through the wilderness was fraught with 
hardships of disease and death, hunger and madness. 
Some 500 reached the Plains of Abraham. The British 
would not take Arnold’s challenge to come out and 
fight, though they outnumbered the shabby Americans

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three to one. British reinforcements made Arnold 
withdraw, but the arrival of Montgomery forced a 
decision to storm the city. The Americans lost 
heavily. Arnold was wounded in the leg, reinforced 
with fresh troops and made a brigadier general. He 
blockaded the city until relieved by Wooster, who 
granted him a leave to recover. 

Later, Arnold retired to Ticonderoga when the cam- 
paign in Canada was abandoned. A fleet was formed 
to check an expected British invasion by way of Lake 
Champlain. Arnold got this command and fought a 
losing but heroic battle near Plattsburg. He managed 
to escape with all his men and some of the boats. 
He became a national hero when the people heard 
that, though he was defeated, he did not strike his 
colors. He received the thanks and compliments of 
Washington, but when promotions were in line Con- 
gress passed over the name of Benedict Arnold on 
the ground that Connecticut already had two major 
generals. He exploded and demanded a court martial. 

On his way to Philadelphia 
he learned that the American 
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and for the next two years they exercised great influ- 
ence over him. The hero entertained extravagantly, 
piling up huge debts. He became a changed man, in 
part due to military inactivity. He had a plan to 
settle the wilderness of western New York after the 
war, but, as he made arrangements, the Executive 
Council of Pennsylvania opened up the old sores. 
The charges were trivial, except those that pro- 
claimed his consorting with Tories and making illegal 
purchases through his position. He was cleared, but 
Joseph Reed, president of the Council, continued ham- 
mering at Arnold until a court martial returned the 
same verdict as the committee of Congress, with the 
recommendation that he be reprimanded. This dis- 
tasteful job fell to Washington who was mild in his 
rebuke and offered Arnold a high post in the next 
campaign. However, public disgrace wounded his 
fierce pride and filled him with thoughts of revenge. 
The beginning of the end started when he wrote to 
Sir Henry Clinton, the British commander in New 
York. 


supplies at Danbury were in 
danger of attack by General 
Tryon. Arnold roused the coun- 
tryside to arms, but the 
British ravaged western Con- 


necticut and withdrew with 
$70,000 in plunder. Wooster 
joined Arnold and the plan 


was to cut off the Red Coat 
retreat. The scheme failed, but 
the British suffered heavy 
losses and a technical defeat. 
Out of shame Congress gave 
him the major generalship and 
the Board of War concluded 
that General Arnold had been 
“cruelly and groundlessly as- 
persed.” 

He was now in dire need of 
money, for he had used his own 
funds to keep the campaigns 


In these letters he claimed 
he was against the French alli- 
ance and wanted to return to 
the Crown’s support, writing 
under a fictitious name, Clin- 
ton had aide-de-camp, 
Major John Andre, investigate 
any possibilities. Arnold de- 
manded large sums of money 
for bits of information, but 
was told the prize would have 
to be worth it. He then asked 
Washington for the command 
at West Point, under pretense 
of poor health that would make 
him worthless on the field. The 
plan was to surrender the fort- 
ress after a weak defense. 
Clinton agreed, for the Point 
was the key to the Highlands 
and would sever the Colonies, 
giving the central part, New 
York, to the English. The stage 


alive. His claims were large 
and Congress became suspi- 
cious. Arnold was nearly 


ruined and requested permis- 

sion to resign. However, Bur- 

goyne’s invasion of 1777 changed his mind, especially 
when Washington asked that Arnold be sent to the 
northern army. Before the battles of Bemis Heights 
he learned that Congress voted against his promotion. 
Arnold fumed and remained in service solely through 
the pleadings of General Schuyler, who was then re- 
placed by Gates. 


ARNOLD distinguished himself constantly. He scat- 

tered St. Leger’s army and assumed a command 
without order as he pursued Burgoyne. The Hessians 
deserted the British and Arnold, with Poore and Mor- 
gan, pressed Burgoyne until he surrendered at Sara- 
toga. This victory won the French alliance. It could 
have come sooner, but Gates listened to Kosciusko 
rather than Arnold. Gates’ envy of the hero found 
its way into official dispatches to Congress, for Bene- 
dict Arnold’s name was never mentioned. In this 
action Arnold was again wounded in the same leg 
and so went to Albany to recover. 

In June, 1778, he was given command of Philadel- 
phia where he met his second wife, Margaret Shippen. 
This beautiful daughter of a prominent loyalist family 
had no hand in his treason. Many of the people Ar- 
nold met in Philadelphia favored the English cause,

was set when Arnold met 
Andre at midnight on Septem- 
ber 21, 1780. 

The scattered American 
forces would make the capture of West Point an easy 
matter. On his way back to his own lines, Andre 
was captured and the details found in his boots. The 
news of his capture reached Arnold who escaped to 
a British sloop in the Hudson. Washington was as- 
tounded and heart-broken. The immediate result of 
the treason was the execution of Andre, Arnold was 
given $30,000 and made a brigadier general in the 
British army. 

Arnold, in a proclamation, tried to justify his act 
and had the effrontery to make offers and promises 
to Americans who would desert to the British. His 
words merely strengthened American resistance. 
Washington wanted Arnold alive and several plots 
were made to capture him, but all were abandoned 
or failed. It does not appear that he was either 
ashamed or sorry for his deed, for in the service of 
England he fought as bravely against the Continental 
Army as he had against the royal forces. 

He was given command of an expedition into Vir- 
ginia, advanced on Richmond burning public build- 
ings and warehouses. When Lord Cornwallis arrived, 
he sent Arnold to Portsmouth, and in the late summer 
of 1781 he was ordered to Connecticut where he burned

facing prison, on charges of advocating the violent 
overthrow of the U. 8. Government under the Smith 
Act. This is highly gratifying to patriotic Americans, 
but not so to the Reds and their left-wing stooges. 

Charging “imprisonment for ideas is McCarthyism 
—not Americanism,” the National Committee to Win 
Amnesty for the Smith Act Victims held a city-wide 
amnesty rally in New York City on June 10. The 
circular advertising the affair referred to Roy Cohn, 
“of the unholy McCarthy-Cohn-Schine trio” as the 
prosecutor at the New York Smith Act trials, to 
James Juliana and Francis Carr, also of the McCar- 
thy committee, as the FBI agents who obtained “the 
frame-up evidence,” and added that “paid informers 
—the main source of the McCarthy smears—were 
often the star witnesses.” The circular bore the names 
of Paul Robeson, Mrs. Eugene Dennis, James Aron- 
son, Dr. Edward K. Barsky, Mrs. Edith Marzani, and 
John Abt. 

Incidentally, the Communists claim to be friends 
of Organized Labor. But the circular was not printed 
in a union shop; the labor, in fact, was donated. 


Police Chief Named on ‘Red List’ 


New Hampshire’s anti-Communism drive, which 
has already exposed nearly 100 Reds and former Reds, 
has brought another startling revelation. In a dra- 
matic move, William H. Teto, FBI undercover agent, 
testified that Police Chief Oliver G. Williamson, of 
Milford, N. H., appeared on the Communist Party’s 
carefully guarded “reserve list” as recently as 1949. 

Williamson, who claims that he broke with the 
Communist Party in 1943, has already been removed 
from the New Hampshire Police Association. The 
board of selectmen is now considering the police chief’s 
dismissal. 

Another development in the New Hampshire cam- 
paign is a contempt citation filed by Attorney General 
Louis C. Wyman against Paul M. Sweezy, former 
Harvard faculty member and now co-editor of the 
Monthly Review, a leftist political and economic mag- 
azine published in New York. Sweezy, a self-styled 
“Marxist,” delivered a lecture at the University of 
New Hampshire on March 22 of this year, but refused 
to discuss the subject with the attorney general. A 
previous contempt action had been brought against 
Gwynne Harris Daggett, of the New Hampshire fac- 
ulty, who had invited Sweezy to address his class on 
humanities. 

Much of the credit for the success of New Hamp- 
shire’s current drive against subversives belongs to 
Stuart W. Conner, a former FBI agent, who is acting 
as special assistant to the State attorney general. 
The drive has the enthusiastic support of Governor 
Hugh Gregg.

Mrs. Barbara Hartle, 45, a former leading Com- 
munist in the Pacific Northwest, has publicly identi- 
fied more than 400 Northwest residents as Communist 
Party members.

1933, and was active until last April when she re- 
nounced it. She was convicted last October of con- 
spiring to teach and advocate the overthrow of the 
Government by force, and was released under escort 
from the King County prison, where she is serving a 
five-year sentence, for the hearing. 

More than 200 people jammed the hearing room to 
hear the woman name Reds in the youth movement, 
construction industry, labor unions and the educa- 
tional field. Nine of those identified by Mrs. Hartle 
and so far heard invoked the Fifth Amendment in 
refusing to answer questions. 

The witness also testified that “well over 1,000 Ne- 
groes” in the Seattle area belonged to the Communist 
Party at one time.

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24 END OF McCARTHY-ARMY HEARINGS STILL LEAVES PERESS QUESTION UNANSWERED 


The House committee, which has moved into Port- 
land, Ore., heard as its first witness, Homer L. Owen, 
former Reed College student, who testified that he 
joined the Communist Party at the insistance of Rob- 
ert Cannon, recent dean of students at Reed College, 
who at that time was in charge of veterans’ guidance 
at the college.

Meantime, while Owens, now of Arlington, Vir- 
ginia, testified concerning his Communist acquaint- 
ances at Reed and also 20 or more he had known as 
Communists while in the Party at Cornell, the latter 
where he received a masters degree, the Methodist 
Federation for Social Action, now located in Oregon, 
scored the Congressional hearings. 


McCarthy-Army Quiz Ends 


The widely publicized McCarthy-Army hearings 
have come to an end, after 30 witnesses consumed 161 
hours and 49 minutes scattered over 36 days in giv- 
ing testimony that totaled more than two million 
words and filled 7,424 pages. 

The committee, chaired for the hearing by Sen Karl 
Mundt, has not submitted a decision at the time of 
going to press—and its seems fairly certain that there 
will be two reports—a majority one and minority 
one—<divided on party lines, 

As the dust settles after the long skirmish, the 
all-important question remains unanswered. Who 
was responsible for promoting Major Irving Peress 
and then giving him an honorable discharge? The 
American people have a right to know this answer, but 
for some reason it has been denied them. Most of the 
time was spent on charges concerning pressure in be- 
half of Private Schine, that were not proved, and 
probably couldn’t be proved. But the American pub- 
lic did draw some conclusions, 

The televised proceedings enabled the people to at 
least discover how far to the left many newspaper 
correspondents and radio commentators stand. 

The people were treated to the strange spectacle 
of a Republican Secretary of the Army Robert Stev- 
ens—seeking advice from a New Deal Democratic 
politician—Senator Stuart Symington—and a Tru- 
man Fair Deal office-holder—Clark Clifford—and 
teaming up with a Fair Deal hold-over—John Adams. 

The country at large has a better appreciation of 
the Communist menace than before the hearings be- 
gan, and a better understanding of what Senator Mc- 
Carthy has been trying to do. As the Farm Journal 
summed it up in an editorial: 

“Senator MeCarthy may not be fighting Commun- 
ism the best way. But our opinion is that Commun- 
ism had better be fought MeCarthy’s way than not at 
all.” 


House Probe of Fort Meade Demanded 


Congressman Lawrence H. Smith (R.-Wis.) has de- 
manded that the House Armed Service Committee in- 
vestigate charges that 24 civilian employees at Fort 
Meade, Md., were on a “subversive list,” but had been 
protected “by someone within the Army.”

Legion Scores Antioch College 


The June 1 issue of The Firing Line, published bi- 
weekly by the National Americanism Commission of 
the American Legion under the editorship of Lee Pen- 
nington, for 25 years with the F.B.1., devotes most of 
its space to Antioch College, which, it is charged, used 
pressure through advertisers to force the suspension 
of the Yellow Springs American, a weekly newspaper 
in Yellow Springs, Ohio, which was edited by Ralph 
Shupe. The paper had been investigating and expos- 
ing Communist activities at Antioch, and had accused 
one faculty member of being a “Soviet spy,” as an- 
nounced in these columns last month. 

The Firing Line cites Dr. Arthur Gerald Steinberg, 
an Antioch professor who was linked to the Canadian 
spy ring by Igor Gouzenko, the Russian code clerk 
who fled the Soviet embassy in Ottawa in 1945; Dr. 
Oliver 8. Loud, an Antioch professor with a lengthy 
subversive record; Brooks Atkinson, an Antioch trus- 
tee also with a record of left-wing affiliations; and a 
campus organization called the “Young Progressives,” 
which has been described as a successor to the Young 
Communist League. A recent meeting of this group, 
attended by some 70 students, was addressed by Scott 
Nearing, who was participating in Communist pro- 
grams as long ago as 1924. Narionat Repvustic first 
exposed Steinberg and his wife as faculty members at 
Antioch back in 1948, and at the time cited his back- 
ground in the Canadian spy ring in accordance with 
the Canadian government’s report. 


The Times Editorializes on Liberty 

The New York Times, whose motto—*All the News 
That’s Fit to Print”’—-has been bent and twisted in 
recent years, has seen fit to devote a part of its 
columns to an editorial, “Liberty in Indianapolis.” 
Things have reached a new low when Americans look 
to the Times for a definition of Liberty, and we are 
certain that patriots in the Hoosier State have not 
reached that point. 

Specifically, the beautiful World War Memorial 
Building in Indianapolis was dedicated “to such 
principles as will inculcate a true understanding and 
appreciation of the duties, benefits and privileges of 
American citizenship ...”

He particularly scored the New York Times and 
New York Herald-Tribune, pointing out that “one 
steady stream originates in the Times Square—not 
Union Square—area.” (Readers will recall the wide- 
ly-discussed article, J Saw It In The Times, by Jeanne 
Somerville, which appeared in the January, 1954, is- 
sue of the Nationa Repustic.) 

Mr. O’Neil went on to say that many publishers 
have “abdicated to the Pearsons, the Alsops, the 
Stokeses, the Eleanor Roosevelts and others who sell 
ready-to-wear ideas on just about everything.” 

The conference is sponsored by 55 national organi- 
zations with combined memberships of 50 million, in- 
cluding the American Legion, Veterans of Foreign 
Wars, Catholic War Veterans and Jewish War Vet- 
erans. 


VFW Issues New Anti-Red Publication 


A new four-page mimeographed publication—Fact 
Sheet on Un-American Activities—has been released 
by the National Un-American Activities Committee 
of the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

The June 15 issue urges the outlawing of the Com- 
munist Party in the United States, and calls atten- 
tion to Communist infiltration into certain local 
Parent-Teacher Associations. 


Columnist Attacks Theatre Reds 


Lee Mortimer, writing in the New York Daily Mir- 
ror recently, dotted all the “i’s” and crossed all the 
“t’s” in telling young hopefuls what they need to be- 
come headliners in show business. 

“Many young people planning to enter show busi- 
ness or the mass entertainment-communications fields 
find that unless they join up with these left-wing 
groups such as the ADA (Americans for Democratic 
Action), they are blackballed before they begin. 
You’ve got to be a ‘liberal’ even if you look like 
Marilyn Monroe and sing like Kathryn Grayson. 

“In the earliest days of the Communist conspiracy 
the Bolsheviks set up this pattern to infiltrate the 
theatre and allied fields as one of the basic means of 
reaching the masses with foul poison disguised with 
yaks, and how well they’ve succeeded is a matter of 
common knowledge to everyone on Broadway.” 

To neutralize the Red menace in the entertainment 
field, Mortimer continued, an organization known as 
Aware, Inc., was formed. The establishment of this 
group was announced in these columns several months 
ago. On June 9 in the Remington-Rand Auditorium 
in New York a forum was held for young people with 
ambitions in the entertainment field. The speakers 
were Godfery P. Schmidt, lecturer at Fordham Uni- 
versity and president of Aware, Inc.; and Vincent W. 
Hartnett, research adviser to entertainment employ- 
ers and co-author of Red Channels. 

As Lee Mortimer pointed out, it is the plan “to 
snag the young before the Reds, pinks and anti-Mc- 
Carthy punks get them in their clutches.”

ful H-bomb, says he would feel safer if Dr. Oppen- 
heimer did not have custody of the Nation’s vital 
secrets. 

“I would like to see the vital interests of this coun- 
try in hands which I understand better, and therefore 
trust more,” Dr, Teller said, as disclosed in the release 
of the transcript of hearings before a special security 
board of the Atomic Energy Commission. Dr. Teller 
further stated that the H-bomb would have been de- 
veloped four years earlier, if Dr. Oppenheimer and 
others had given it their “moral” support. When 
Senator Joseph R. McCarthy some months ago called 
attention to a delay in the development of the 
H-bomb, he was sharply chastised as a rumor monger. 

William L. Borden, former staff director of the 
Joint House-Senate Atomic Energy Committee, 
charged in a letter to the F.B.I. last November that 
Dr. Oppenheimer was a probable “agent of the Soviet 
Union,” who had at least one Communist mistress, 
and General Leslie R. Groves, head of the war-time 
A-bomb project, agreed that he would consider the 
scientist a security risk under present regulations. 

Dr, Luis W. Alvarez and Dr. Kenneth S. Pitzer, 
both University of California scientists, sided with 
Dr. Teller. Dr. Pitzer went so far as to say that Dr. 
Oppenheimer should have disqualified himself as an 
atomic adviser. 

Many of the 40 witnesses, howe*er, took sharp issue

The special security board, made 
up of Dr. Gordon Gray, president of 
the University of North Carolina; 
Thomas A. Morgan, former presi- 
dent of Sperry Gyroscope Corp.; 
and Dr. Ward V. Evans, formerly 
of the University of Loyola at Chi- 
cago, ruled on May 27, 1954, that 
Dr. Oppenheimer was a loyal Ameri- 
can. But, in a 2-to-1 decision, the 
same board ruled him a security risk 
and denied him further access to 
atomic secrets, 

Dr. Oppenheimer immediately ap- 
pealed the decision direct to the 
A.E.C. requesting the right to argue 
his case. Major General K. D. Nich- 
ols, general manager of the A.E.C., 
denied him the privilege to present 
arguments in person, but granted 
him permission to file a brief which 
brief was filed in June. 

A decision is expected from the 
five-man A.E.C. before June 30, but 
probably too late to be reported in 
these columns. As at present con- 
stituted, the commission is made up 
of two conservatives, including the 
chairman, Admiral Lewis Strauss, 
and three so-called “liberals,” one 
of whose terms, that of Eugexe M. 
Zuckert, will expire on June 30. It 
is conceivable that the hoard might 
be more sympathetic toward Oppen- 
heimer now than after July 1, when 
the vacancy will be filled by an Eis- 
enhower appointee.

COMMUNIST MENACE ABROAD 


BY PAUL R. BISH 


How well the Communist forces are able to distract 
the eyes of the world from the main show—turning 
attention from the world-wide circus of intrigue to 
the side shows—is pretty well pictured by concentrat- 
ing on the happenings within the past few weeks. 

That the Moscow masterminds intended to sabotage 
the Geneva conference, where the non-Communist 
powers hoped to arrive at some peaceful solution of world affairs, is, of 
course, evident now with the abrupt collapse of the meeting with absolutely 
no results. 

Soviet Russia knew in advance that it was thwarted in its plan of dividing 
countries into spheres of influence, as the Reds had succeeded in doing 
under previous American administrations in regard to Germany, Korea and 
Austria, thereby enabling the Kremlin to further spread its fangs of Com- 
munism piecemeal, without armed effort on its part. Moscow was deter- 
mined, therefore, that the proposals fot a “hands-off policy,’’ permitting the 
peoples of the various countries to settle their own squabbles, without 
guidance and military aid, would be sabotaged. 

Russia, posing as a disciple of peace, while holding a hidden dagger of 
war, ready to strike in the dark, had in readiness its propaganda machine 
to blame the non-Communist governments, particularly the United States, 
for the break-down of the conference, placing the onus of continued warfare 
on Uncle Sam while crowning itself with the glory of a non-aggressive, 
peace-loving country. 

Simultaneously, distracting the public mind still further from the Geneva 
scene through cunning conspiracies and political intrigues, the Reds maneu- 
vered it so that France’s anti-Communist regime was swept out of office 
and replaced by a compromiser with the Reds—a government headed by 
Pierre Mendes-France, radical Socialist. This change came on the heals of 
the ouster of five top Communists from the French Party and an all-out 
move to achieve a “‘popular front”, intended to pull France out of NATO 
and to liquidate the Indo-Chinese war through a compromise (partition) 
agreement, thereby spelling another Korea-like victory for Russia. 

At the same time the move in France was designed to weaken the Italian 
stand in world affairs, which it appears to have done, and as a result the 
United States, which has been aiding both France and Italy in the hopes 
of allaying Communism, has withdrawn its support. What the future holds 
for Italy, which now is surrounded by a pro-Soviet France, a Communist 
Albania and a supposedly anti-Russia, but Communist, Yugoslavia, with a 
weak Greece and a problematical Spain at its elbows, is anyone’s guess. 
Remember that the real Red stronghold on this side of the Iron Curtain 
has always been Italy. 

But to make things even worse for Uncle Sam, and to further distract 
attention from the Geneva fiasco and happenings in the Far East and West 
Europe, the Red conspiracy has been stepped up in the Western Hemi- 
sphere. Guatemala, as we have known, has been under complete Commu- 
nist domination for some months, but this has not been taken too seriously 
by some of the world leaders, including our own, until recently, when ship- 
loads of arms were discovered arriving in that country from Italy. Whether 
these arms and ammunition were some of those we had shipped to Italy 
is a question. The shipments are said to have been arranged for by an 
American Negro, Hubert Faunteroy Julian, known as the “Black Eagle of 
Harlem” (NYC), whose passport was lifted by our Government recently 
in Europe. 

As this is written, anti-Communist exiles from Guatemala, headed by the 
exiled army officer, Colonel Carlos Castillo Armas, are invading Guatemala 
from Honduras. How large and how well equipped and trained these forces 
are is a guess. It is zertain, however, that the Red government of Guate- 
mala, headed by Jacobo Arbenz Guzman, is going to throw all it has against 
the anti-Reds, to save their own necks and the necks of those Russian, 
Spanish and other Communist advisers who are known to be directing the 
regime. The Red army of Guatemala is said to be well trained and to have 
sufficient supplies to last quite a while, Whether the populace can revolt 
and join the anti-Reds is a matter for speculation, since martial law has 
been proclaimed and the country is patroled by mobile machine gun corps. 

In Brazil the Communists, though outlawed as a Party, have tried recently 
to break through the barrier under a new name, The government is now 
wondering “‘when is a Communist not a Communist”—easily answered by 
all except those who do not want to know the answer. The new party is 
called the Brazilian Democratic Alliance. It has about 30,000 of the 50,000 
signatures needed to get its candidates on the ballot. 

Down in Argentina, the General Confederation of Labor accuses the Com- 
munists of having fomented recent labor upheavals among some six million 
workers. A wholesale arrest of Communists is taking place.

that could have happened to Dr. Oppenheimer, For 
Dr. Urey treats atomic secrets so lightly that he was 
among the staunchest defenders of the Rosenbergs, 
finally convicted and electrocuted as atomic spies. 
Dr. Urey has also urged abolition of the House Com- 
mittee on Un-American Activities, and protested at- 
tacks on the Veterans of the Abraham Lincoln Brig- 
ade, 

In facet, Dr. Urey has one of the longest records in 
the NarionaL Rerustic’s subversive front files, his 
affiliations including the American Congress for Peace 
and Democracy, American Committee for Protection 
of the Foreign Born, National Emergency Conference, 
and the American Committee for Cultural Freedom. 


Suggests Letting Reds See H-Bomb Blast 


Thomas E. Murray, one of the five members of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, suggests that the world’s 
leaders, including those from Russia and the satellite 
countries, be invited to witness the explosion of a 
hydrogen bomb. He felt that such a blast might 
demonstrate to the world the horror that would at- 
tend a nuclear war, and he minimized the danger to 
national security in such a viewing. 

Perhaps the suggestion has more merit than it ap- 
pears to have on the surface. Since we have already 
permitted our atomic secrets to flow into the Soviet 
Union through hired espionage agents, why not go 
the whole distance and let the Reds have the newest 
secrets as witnesses at tests? 


High Court Backs McCarran Act 


The Supreme Court has upheld the right of Con- 
gress to make past membership in the Communist 
Party a ground for the deportation of an alien, It 
was the first ruling involving the constitutionality 
of a provision of the Internal Security Act of 1950, 
more popularly known as the McCarran Act be- 
cause of the sponsorship of Senator Pat McCarran 
(D.-Nev.). 

Validity of the act was attacked by Robert N. Gal- 
van, a Mexican who has lived in this country since 
1918, and who, the Government alleged, had been a 
Communist Party member in San Diego “from at 
least 1945 to 1947.” The high court backed the de- 
portation order by a 7-to-2 decision, with Justice Wil- 
liam O, Douglas and Justice Hugo L. Black, both 
rabid New Dealers in the past, dissenting. 


Canada Seeks Immigration Cut 


Claude Jodoin, vice president of the Canadian 
Trades and Labor Congress, has declared that Canada 
faces a major unemployment problem unless immi- 
gration is drastically cut. He said that Canadian 
unions had insisted that the Government reduce the 
number of immigrants until the labor level became 
normal again. He added: 

“The Government has finally listened to our request, 
but there is no doubt that restrictions must be im- 
posed and that only specialized workers, needed by 
our industries, should be permitted to enter the 
country.” 

This same argument holds true in America, but 
Communists, “liberals,” radical labor leaders, and the 
Eastern One Worlders are still agitating for amend- 
ments to the MeCarran-Walter immigration act, which 
would open the gates to a greater flood of aliens than 
permitted by the liberal act. The latest move is a 
letter to Congressman Chauncey W. Reed (D.-IIL), 
chairman of the House Judiciary Committee, de- 
manding early hearings on proposed changes, The

SENATE RESOLUTION INTRODUCED TO SEVER RELATIONS WITH SOVIET RUSSIA 


in the Senate which would sever diplomatic relations, 
not only with the Soviet Union, but with all Soviet 
satellites, and which would also call for a conference 
of the free nations to draw up a plan for united action 
against international Communism, The resolution, 
which has been referred to the Foreigh Relations 
Committee, reads as follows: 

“Resolved, That (1) Whereas it is morally wrong 
for the Government of the United States to maintain 
diplomatic relations with the band of Kremlin inter- 
national outlaws who, by stealth and ruthless power, 
have enslaved one-third of the people of the world; 
and whereas the outposts and advance positions of 
this outlaw band, received and tolerated under the 
guise of ‘diplomatic missions, in the United States 
and other countries of the free world are in fact nests 
of espionage, seditious propaganda and sabotage: 
Therefore, it is the sense of the Senate that the Gov- 
ernment of the United States should sever diplomatic 
relations with the alleged Government of Soviet Russia 
and with the alleged governments of the countries 
which have been enslaved by the alleged Government 
of Soviet Russia. 

“(2) Whereas the tentacles of international Com- 
munism are ever reaching for new areas of conquest, 
and this spreading menace can be effectively combated 
only by concerted action of the free nations: There- 
fore, it is the sense of the Senate that the Government 
of the United States should convoke an international 
conference of the free nations of the world for the 
purpose of agreeing upon united action (a) to de- 
stroy the Communist fifth column, and (b) to resist 
further aggression by international Communism.” 

Back in November, 1933, as a prelude to the estab- 
lishment of diplomatic relations between the United 
States and Soviet Russia, Maxim Litvinoff, then Com- 
missar for Foreign Affairs, pledged that the Soviet 
Union would respect the sovereignty of the United 
States, would refrain from interfering in American 
internal affairs, would restrain all Russian individ- 
uals and organizations from participating in any hos- 
tile acts, and would not permit the formation of any 
group advocating the overthrow or a change in the 
political or social order of the United States. 

The Communist Manifesto, the writings of Lenin and 
the utterances of William Z, Foster, now head of the 
Communist Party of the United States, should have 
made it clear to President Franklin Roosevelt that 
the Soviet Union had no intention of keeping its 
pledge. The New Deal ignored the millions of Amer- 
ican protest petitions against recognition which 
warned of the possible consequences. And, of course, 
the Soviet pledge was broken before the ink was 
even dry. 

The Jenner-McCarran resolution—known as Senate 
Resolution No, 247—offers a vehicle for the formula- 
tion of one over-all policy to strengthen ourselves and 
the free world against the deadly impending peril, 
and Nationa Rerusiic readers are urged to write 
their Senators, requesting their support.

arsfeld, Vienna-born. It was this bureau’s 
research which provided the “findings” on 
which the scurrilous pamphlet, The Myth 
That Threatens America, was based. It 
was printed and distributed by Rex Stout’s 
Writers War Board, Stout having been 
editor of the Communist New Masses. 
The Bureau for Applied Social Research 
also provided the “findings” for another 
smear pamphlet put out by Rex Stout’s 
Writers Board for the United World Fed- 
eralists. It attacked a distinguished alum- 
nus of Columbia University, Mr. John B. 
Trevor—among other outstanding Ameri- 
can patriots. Dr. Grayson Kirk, o1 Colum- 
bia, subsequently had to write Mr. Trevor 
a public letter of retraction and apology. 

The same Bureau for Applied Social Re- 
search cooperated in the writing of the 
Report on Civil Rights put out by the Tru- 
man Administration’s Committee on Civil 
Rights. Dr. Lazarsfeld and Professor 
Robert Merton, of the bureau, have rec- 
ords of radical affiliations in the reports of 
the House Committee on Un-American Ac- 
tivities. So this pattern consistently on 
the left persists. 

Now UNESCO Story has more to tell 
us about “human relations audits” which 
seem to have been concentrated upon New 
Jersey and California. It goes without 
saying that the audits are intended to em- 
phasize the few weaknesses of our s ciety 
rather than our achievements—part of the 
drive to create resentment and frustra- 
tion even if little or none exists. So the 
UNESCO Story says that another “human 
relations audit” was conducted in Plainfield, 
N. J., and that the process is described in 
a pamphlet, Northtown, available from the 
American Jewish Congress. 

When a “human relations audit” hit 
Nutley, N. J., more recently, the alert pub- 
lisher of the local paper suspected it. And 
when the same sponsors advertised a show- 
ing of propaganda films by known Com- 
munists to be used during “Brotherhood 
Week” in February, 1954, the revolutionary 
pattern was challenged. 


UNESCO Story describes other human 


relations audits, several in California at the 
city and county level; one in Chicago and 
one in Northfield, Minn., about which de- 
tails can be obtained from Miss Ethel 
Getzoff, of the Chicago office of the Na- 
tional Conference of Christians and Jews. 
This was called an experiment in “improv- 
ing skills in working together in commun- 
ity groups.” It is important to keep in 
mind that Brotherhood Week is conducted 
under the auspices of the National Con- 
ference of Christians and Jews (also heav- 
ily subsidized by the Ford Foundation). 
It is also significant that this “improving 
skills in working together” was the cover 
for a pilot operation to prepare the way 
for interference in local state affairs by 
various UNESCO committees. In fact, the 
forces arrayed against the Bricker Amend- 
ment largely include the forces behind 
“human relations audits.” 

The members of the U. S. National 
Commission for UNESCO, who published 
the enlightening brochure, deserve special 
scrutiny, They were of course only “lib- 
erals”: Mrs. Anna Rosenberg now moved 
on to other pastures; Mildred McAfee 
Horton who made the headlines in 1953 
because of her government record of left- 
wing affinities; Luther H. Evans of the 
Library of Congress to which Grierson be- 
queathed propaganda perogatives in his 
speech before the New York Film Council 
(Evans having more recently given sanct- 
uary to Esther Brunauer when she was 
dropped from the State Department); 
Archibald MacLeish, ineffable poet and 
board member of the American Civil Lib- 
erties Union (who has eight citations in the 
California Legislative Reports); and Ed- 
ward W. Barrett who resigned from the 
State Department after strong criticism by 
Fulton Lewis, Jr., Peter Edson, Frank 
Stout and other columnists. 

It is not surprising to find the following 
national organizations or their representa- 
tives cooperating in the UNESCO Com- 
mission’s announced purpose of softening 
up our population to acept the principle of 
UN interference in our domestic affairs: 
The National Education Association; the 
YWCA, with a packet and a choral drama, 
“To Sing with the Stars,” obtainable from 
headquarters at 600 Lexington Avenue, 


New York; Mrs. John E. Hayes of the 
National Congress of Parents and Teach- 
ers; George S. Stevenson of the National 
Committee for Mental Hygiene (mental 
health has long been a device for forcing 
acceptance of internationalism as indicated 
in the booklet, Don’t Be A Jerk, a publi- 
cation of the Communistic “League for Fair 
Play,” distributed at the film course at 
Washington Irving High School which ends 
with “Universal Mental Health Means 
One World”!); George F. Zook, then head 
of the American Council on Education; 
and Mrs. Charles E, Heming of the League 
of Women Voters. 


To get the full implication of films used 
as propaganda to put over the aims and 
objectives of the rabid internationalists in 
our midst, it is helpful to study the role 
of Edward W. Barrett in the U. S. National 
Commission for UNESCO. In 1948, sev- 
eral years before his resignation from the 
information program of the State Depart- 
ment, Congress set up a commission—the 
U. S. Advisory Commission on Informa- 
tion—to keep an eye on the propaganda 
operations of the State Department. 


Peter Edson in the New York World 
Telegram, March 9, 1953, says that the 
U. S. International Information Program 
goes back to the days of the OWI; he also 
gives the personnel of the new advisory 
commission set up by Congress to improve 
the situation but says it has remained dis- 
creetly silent in the face of serious charges. 
He adds that no improvement in the gov- 
ernment program has been made by the 
advisory commission; in fact, the subhead- 
ing of his article reads: “Only Hope Now 
is to Burn the Joint Down.” 

Among the Council’s recommended films 
is Brotherhood of Man, by Ring Lardner, 
Jr., one of the “Hollywood Ten” who has 
served a Federal jail sentence for con- 
tempt of Congress. This film is based on 
the pamphlet, Races of Mankind, by Gene 
Weltfish, with a long pro-Red record, who 
was dropped from Columbia University in 
the summer of 1953, and whose propaganda 
social agitational pamphlet Congress forced 
the Army to drop several years ago. Other 
categories include: 

So Dear to My Heart, starring Burl 
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Ives; Democracy and Despotism for which 
Harold Lasswell was consultant; Angry 
Boy, Prejudice, Outsider, Other Fellow’s 
Feelings (a ban on teasing!) and the Anti- 
Defamation League’s High Wali (along the 
old “minority” and “prejudice” line); the 
ILGWU “With These Hands”, with scenes 
of picket lines, the horrors of the Triangle 
Fire, the “days of trouble” and the final 
retirement on a pension; the CIO Textile 
Workers’ Union’s Union at Work; and 
Spotty—Story of a Faun—by Professor 
John J. De Boer of the University of Illi- 
nois. The professor is better known for 
organizing the Progressive Citizens of 
America in Illinois and for membership in 
the Progressive Education Association. 

There seems, in fact, throughout the 
whole scheme of promoting UNESCO ob- 
jectives in terms of “human relations” in 
this country—which the Film Council of 
America is actively aiding—a_ tortuous, 
concealed purpose that can only result in 
weakening the foundations on which the 
United States is based. 

In as much as the Ford Foundation is 
subsidizing so many of the agencies and 
projects engaged in insinuating internation- 
al political propaganda into the minds of 
children and adults alike—into the whole 
stream of American consciousness—it 
would seem in order for Congressman 
Reece’s committee to take these factors 
into consideration in studying tax-exempt 
institutions. 

Certainly the Film Council of America 
cannot be permitted to continue its pro- 
gram unchallenged and unchecked in this 
time of historical crisis.

Obviously the author is looking forward to 
the day when the trans-Curtain comrades 
roam about this nation of Washington and 
Lincoln to “investigate” if we live up to 
U. N. standards and, if we don’t, enforce 
them. 

P.A.P. could be counted on to come out 
in the open in favor of those who bemoan 
the “present attacks on our public schools.” 
P.A.P. would hardly select such topics as 
“How to Drive Out the Communist Rats” 
or “What to Do about the Socialistic Pol- 
lution of Education.” P.A.P. has joined 
the anti-anti-Communists by putting the 
accent on giving every possible assistance 
to the Fifth Amendment Americans among 
our educators. 

Keeping Our Schools Free (No. 199), 
by H. Gordon Hullfish, of Ohio State Uni- 
versity, which was issued in September, 
1953, leans heavily on such known sup- 
porters of the Communist causes as Zech- 
ariah Chafee, Jr., Thomas I. Emerson, 
Walter Gellhorn et al. David Hulburd, 
whose report on the dismissal of Willard 
E. Goslin, collectivist Superintendent of 
Pasadena, still takes the prize for distor- 
tion and smear, is given as an “objective” 


source. 


Columbia Teachers College’s Erling M. 
Hunt, the vice chairman of P.A.P., in the 
East Orange (N. J.) Record of Novem- 
ber 12, 1953, correctly boasts that “no 
other series of educational material has en- 
joyed such wide recognition and use.” He 
thus merely confirms the collectivistic con- 
ditioning of the American mind. 

Does Professor Hunt really believe that 
P.A.P. is not guilty of undermining our 
traditional independence of the individual 
as long as Mark Starr, quondam Welsh 
coal-miner, British Laborite, and President 
of the (Marxian) League for Industrial 
Democracy, remains its chairman? What 
sort of objectivity (in his opinion) is served 
by the presence on the P.A. Committee of 
an individual like Harry Wellington Laidler, 
of the League for Industrial Democracy, 
who as early as February, 1920, in the 
Socialist Review, urged our workers to 
“resort to violence’? If the professor con- 
siders Laidler as “objective”, let it here be 
recorded that the House Un-American Ac- 
tivities Committee described Laidler’s 
Roads to Freedom as “possibly the most 
revolutionary of all its (the League’s) pro- 
ductions.” 

Another hot booklet of the P.A.P., used 
in some schools, is No. 122—How Can We 
Teach About Sex?—this one by another 
leftist of considerable record, Benjamin 
Gruenberg, former teacher at the New 
School of Research and a lecturer at still 
another leftist institution, the Rand School 
for Social Science. He has been a member 
of the Communist-infiltrated Teachers 
Union in New York City; has openly 
stormed against Congressional investigating 
committees; has defended the commission- 
ing of Communists in our armed forces; 
and has been affiliated with the National 
Federation for Constitutional Liberties and 
the American Committee for Protection of 
the Foreign Born. P.A.P., of course, mere- 
ly lists Gruenberg as “one of America’s 
leading authorities on sex education.” 


A study of the history of P.A.P. would 
reveal that it was founded in the heyday of 
Marxian revolutionist propagandization of 
America, in 1936, when our leading edu- 
cators were attempting to use the N.E.A. 
and its affiliates as a tool to “remake” 
America along non-profit lines. The very 
nucleus of P.A.P. included Evans Clark, 
Freda Kirchwey’s husband, who had been 
secretary to Ludwig C.A.K. Martens, the 
latter the first Communist to be forcibly 
removed from our shores. Frederick Van- 
derbilt Field, the millionaire angel of Com- 
munist causes, (identified under oath as a 
Communist by Bentley, Budenz, Chambers, 
Massing, Matusow, and Weyl,) and Robert 
P. Lane, original head of the American 
Student Union, also belonged to “‘the orig- 
inal ten.” 


Telford Taylor, of Nuremberg Trial 
notoriety, has been the latest addition to 
the P.A. Committee. As far as we know, 
Taylor is not a Communist; but Freda 
Utley, in The High Cost of Vengeance, 
has carefully assembled a wealth of ma- 


terial to strengthen the belief of European 
correspondents that Mr. Taylor, while in 
Nuremberg, was “a sympathizer, or dupe, 
of the Communists” (p. 178). During the 
past few years, Taylor has been a contribu- 
tor to such left-wing or “liberal” magazines 
as The New Republic, The New York 
Times Magazine, and The Nation. That 
does not qualify him as an objective and 
creditable advocate of our traditional 
values. 

Maxwell Slutz Stewart, one-time associ- 
ate editor of the Moscow Daily News, and 
original editor of P.A.P., continues to per- 
form the tight-rope dance, applauded by 
Marxists and fools alike. As far as Ameri- 
can liberty is concerned, it may be the 
dance of death.

the land surface of the globe. But it is 
not satisfied, and will not be, until a world 
proletarian dictatorship is set up, guided 
by the political anti-Christ of Communism. 

Under the guise of “liberalism,” with 
methods of deception and intrigue, Amer- 
ica’s pro-Soviet henchmen are plotting our 
Republic’s overthrow at the propitious mo- 
ment.

and plundered the countryside of his 
childiood. The surrendered garrison at 
Fort Griswold was massacred, and the 


news of this barbarism resounded through- 
out every hill and dale. There are some 
who claim Arnold had no part in the 
slaughter, but the fact remains that he 
was the commander. The American anger 
forced Clinton to remove Arnold from ac- 
tive duty. He retired to New York where 
he remained until the surrender of Corn- 
wallis. In December, he sailed to England 
with his wife and children. 

In London he was well received by the 
King and his court, but members of Parli- 
ament denounced him bitterly. He was 
refused army commissions when it was 
found no young officer would serve under 
him, The country that paid him for his 
treachery now wanted no part of him. Sev- 
eral years later he went to New Brunswick 
where he traded with the West Indies in 
partnership with two of his sons. In 1791 
he returned to London when he was ac- 
cused of dishonesty, and a year later fought 
an indecisive duel with the Earl of Lauder- 
dale, whom Arnold insulted in the House 
of Lords. 

The Anglo-French War found him in 
the West Indies where he rendered some 
notable services and was thanked by the 
planters. He had a plan for the capture 
of the Spanish West Indies, but was re- 
fused military service. The constant re- 
jections began to take their toll. He could 
stand up under ridicule and insult, but 
denial ate into his troubled soul. His dis- 
mal speculation in fitting out privateers 
caused him considerable worry. Beaten 
and broken, he lived to learn how future 
generations would remember him. He died 
on June 14, 1801. 

The life of Benedict Arnold was indeed 
a tragedy. He could have been one of our 
greatest heroes, but by his own decision 
he set the course that branded him the 
most despised of traitors. Money and re- 
venge were his motives, dishonor and grief 
his eternal rewards, That he was brave 
and bold cannot be denied, but these vir- 
tues were crushed in one deed by his sac- 
rilege against patriotism. There is no 
apology for apostasy and never has been 
since the fall of Lucifer. 

It would be difficult not to pity Bene- 


dict Arnold. There are others who deserve 
to share his crime; those who were jealous 
of his fame and those who tracked him 
like hounds. But the ultimate shame be- 
longs alone to the man who stands self- 
condemned. Like Cain he became a fugi- 
tive, and like Judas he was rewarded with 
the figure “30”. Caesar had his Brutus 
and Washington his Benedict Arnold. Per- 
haps the best that can be said of him is 
thai he was a vainglorious man who loved 
pride more than his country.

Give every boy a room to himself and $20 
a week spending money, and you would not 
reduce the juvenile crime rate by a fraction 
of one per cent, because crime originates 
in a perversity of the individual, not in 
austerity at home. 


10. The best way to fight Communism 
is to make American democracy 
work better. 

The absurdity of this well-worn cliche 
is illustrated if we compare Communism to 
crime. The comparison is not unjust, be- 
cause Communism is the crime of the cen- 
tury. Suppose some tackhead were to get 
himself a soap box and start telling us that 
the way to stop the crime wave is for every 
citizen to be good and kind and to hold 
family prayers twice a day. What a har- 
vest for the hoods if his advice were taken! 

Communism never did originate and 
thrive as a result of distress or the abuses 
of representative government. It is al- 
ways and everywhere a well-nurtured con- 
spiracy led by fanatic intellectuals. The 
French Revolution followed a period of 
rapid reform and alleviation of the condi- 
tion of the common people. The Russian 
Revolution was the overthrow of Keren- 
sky’s republic, which was moving to give 
the workers and peasants a free voice in 
their destiny. Reform and the betterment 
of conditions in Russia, were no part of 
the plans of Lenin, Trotsky, and Stalin. 
Nor can any well-meaning American “in- 
nocent” steal the Communist’s thunder in 
America by giving us more democracy. 
Communism at home must be fought by 
militant American nationalism coupled with 
the fullest exposure and repression of the 
Communist conspiracy.

Wainhouse seemed to think that this would 
mean abandonment by this country of any 
desire to cooperate with other nations. He 
did not refer to the willingness of some 
other governments to quit the U.N. and 
reorganize a world combination of free gov- 
ernments to the exclusion of the slave bloc. 
“Our withdrawal,” he said, “would mean 
handing the Soviet Union a golden oppor- 
tunity to organize a world community in 
its own image.” This reasoning conflicts 
with his statement that major proposals by 
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the Reds have always been rejected by the 
U.N. on motion of the United States. All 
important votes in the U.N. indicate that 
the majority of nations, being free, could 
not be induced to join a world combination 
dominated by the slave powers. 

Mr. Wainhouse expressed fear that pres- 
sure for better operation of the U.N. by 
charter revision might “tear the U.N. asun- 
der” and disrupt the “solidarity of the free 
world.” He did not attempt to ex>lain his 
paradox that the solidarity of the free world 
depends upon the membership of slavehold- 
ing powers in the U.N. The individuals 
subject to slavery under these powers are 
about equal in number to the free peoples 
of the world. 

The Administration moves cautiously in 
the matter of charter revision, evidently 
expecting much popular agitation for ex- 
pulsion of the Soviet Union or such charter 
revision as will annul the Soviet veto pow- 
er. The State Department does, however, 
make plain its intention to oppose any 
move to expel the Soviet Union and any 
proposal for United States withdrawal. 

Senator Guy M. Gillette (D-Iowa), a 
stout champion of the U.N., recently com- 
plained that the nations have by-passed that 
organization in trying to avoid war. In ad- 
dressing the American Society of Interna- 
tional Law on April 24, he discussed pro- 
posals for revising the charter, but made no 
mention of the great stumbling-block to 
world peace—the slavery of 800 million in- 
dividuals and the threatened slavery of 
more hundreds of millions. He, like all 
devotees of the U.N., saw no inconsistency 
in welcoming slaveholding powers as co- 
planners of world freedom.

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TURNING SEARCHLIGHT ON REDS

Communist publications have been compelled by the 
sudden turn of events in world affairs to drop some 
of their anti-McCarthy front-page malignments, and to 
spread headlines against the United States, charging 
it with conspiracy in the upheavals in Guatemala and 
Indo-China. The old “hands-off” propaganda cry is 
being resorted to as prior to the Hitler-Stalin Pact, 
“Keep American Boys Out of Indo-China,’’ ‘Hands 
Off Guatemala.’”’ Penetrated labor unions, left-wing 
ministers, educators and writers and every one of the 
Red peace fronts are already echoing the Moscow line 
suddenly put forth by the American Communists. Every 
one of the Communist fronts suddenly broke issue and 
rushed to the new Indo-China, Guatemala line. Every 
Communist and front organ in the United States is 
actively spreading the new line of poison. Communist 
schools have rushed in classes on the subject. Speakers 
have been rushed to the rostrum on the subject. One 
only has to pick up any Communist or front organ in 
our country and see what traitors these propagandists 
are, One would think the United States is Russia and 
Red Russia is the United States, the facts are so 
twisted. 


Two Yale professors, Fowler Harper and Vern Coun- 
tryman, have filed special briefs in behalf of the Com- 
munists convicted under the Sedition Act in California. 
Communist headquarters in New York City has issued 
a call for a nationwide mass activity for amnesty for 
all of the top Reds convicted under the Sedition Act. 
August 10 is the date set for the affair. Local amnesty 
rallies have already been scheduled in the national 
drive. In New York City recently, Paul Robeson, Eliz- 
abeth Gurley Flynn, James Cameron, Mrs. Edith Mar- 
zani, James Aaronson and Angus Cammeron, plus John 
Abt, were all spellbinders at such an affair. 


The two leading Communist organs, the ‘Peoples 
Daily World’’ (West Coast) and the “Daily Worker” 
and its Sunday edition, ‘“‘The Worker,’’ New York City, 
have launched sustaining drives, one for $147,500, the 
other for $110,000. 


Communist propaganda of another type is now mak- 
ing the rounds, a new book, ‘McCarthy On Trial,” 
having just come off the presses of Cammeron and Kahn, 
New York City, publishers of other pro-Red literature. 
The so-called trial features witnesses Ben Gold, Julius 
Emspak, Rev. Wm. Howard Melish, Frank Coe, Howard 
Fast, and others at a staged trial. 

The Civil Rights Congress, now in difficulty with 
the United States Government which has demanded 
its books and contributor lists, under the National Se- 
curity law, met in national conference in St. Louis 
recently. Two days and a half were spent by the dele- 
gates from 13 States, planning a new program of action 
in behalf of the Communists. William L, Patterson, 
former Chicago Communist leader, is the head of the 
movement, and Sam Barron was elected National Ad- 
ministrative Secretary. Its chief aim will be to oppose 
the pending anti-Communist legislation facing the 
United States Congress in Washington, D. C. 

Ben Gold and Paul Robeson have come out with an 
endorsement for the return to Congress of Vito Mar- 
ecantonio, former Representative of the 18th District 
of New York. 

A monument was erected and unveiled to the two 
atom spies, Ethel and Julius Rosenberg, in New York 
City recently. Speakers included Jno. McManus, gen- 
eneral manager of the Communistic organ, “National 
Guardian"’; Rabbi Meyer Sharoff, John Wexley, Helen 
Sobell and others. 

The newest attack on the FBI has come through 
the New Jersey section of the Communist Civil Rights 
Congress. Lewis M. Moroze, executive secretary of 


the unit, charges FBI agents with ‘“‘burglary” in recent 
investigation of Reds in New Jersey. 

Guatemala has set the stage for a Caribbean Youth 
Festival, a la Moscow, for December 5-12, to which 
the youth of all Caribbean nations will be invited, IF 
the Red government survives. Another Red propa- 
ganda scheme. 

“Flashlight” is the organ of the Palo Alto, Calif., 
Communist peace front. 

Three editors of the “China Daily News’ have been 
arrested in New York City for violation of the Trading 
with the Enemy Act, pulling money out of American 
Chinese for the Red Chinese tills. 

“March of Labor,’’ Red journal, editor of which is 
John Steuben, Communist, claims 20,000 circulation. 
Esther Letz is circulating director. Steuben is in line 
for deportation proceedings. The Jefferson School for 
Social Science, Communist school, New York City, 
claims enrollment this year of 1,216, It has recently 
been trying to fight off registration under the Internal 
Security Act, and is presently attempting to set aside 
an order by the Government for its finance sources. 

Howard Fast, Red writer, was recently presented 
with the Stalin Award at a ceremony in New York 
City, with some 1,000 present. Dr. W. E. B. DuBois, 
Red fronter, made the presentation. 

The Labor Youth League has closed its arguments in 
its attempted dodge of the Internal Security Act. Leon 
Wofsy, chairman; Henry Wortis, chairman of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin unit; Roosevelt Ward, Mary Ann 
Zepetel, members of the National Committee of same, 
were among witnesses. Maurice Sisher, among found- 
ers, now Chicago newspaper man, was a Government 
witness. Mike Sharpe, chairman of the Ann Arbor, 
Michigan, unit, was at the moment occupied in dodging 
the House Committee on Un-American Activities inves- 
tigations of Communism in Michigan. 

A William Weiner Memorial Committee has been set 
up in New York City, to make annual awards to writers 
of class literature and to erect a monument to Weiner 
on Long Island, N. Y. Weiner, real name Welwel Warz- 
our, was national treasurer of the Communist Party, 
organizer and president of the Communist International 
Workers Order and founder and head of the Commu- 
nist Jewish Committee. Born in Russia, he assumed 
the name Weiner here. He escaped imprisonment by 
a sick certificate. 


Abner Greene, head of the Red front American Com- 
mittee for Protection of Foreign Born, is treasurer of 
the Weiner Memorial Committee. 

The World Federation of Trade Unions held an in- 
ternational conference for ‘“‘peace,’’ Moscow style, in 
Berlin June 20-22. 

The Pan-Pacific Publishing Foundation, Inc., San 
Francisco, organized to publish and circulate anti- 
McCurthy propaganda for the Communist forces, has 
now switched to a new line, ‘‘Depression—Hard Facts 
vs. Soft Soap,’’ a vicious attack on the Eisenhower 
Administration. The address of the outfit is that of 
the official Communist organ, ‘“‘Peoples Daily World.”
